defensible under some circumstances. 

So where do leaders who engage in decep- 
tion draw the line? Is it possible to engage in 
one lie too many? These days, those questions 
must be paramount for President George W. 
Bush and Vice-President Dick Cheney as they 
ponder the fates of their respective political al- 
ter egos, Karl Rove and Lewis “Scooter” Libby. 

Yearlong suspicions that Rove and Libby 
were involved in the leak to right-wing colum- 
nist Robert Novak that illegally unmasked 
Valerie Plame as an undercover CIA operative 
have been confirmed. The special prosecutor 
investigating the leak must now determine 
whether Rove and Libby were not just princi- 
pal actors in the drama, but guilty of crimes. 

Compromising Plame’s career was not an 
end in itself. It was merely a means to attack 
the credibility of then-ambassador Joseph 
Wilson, who disputed the Bush administra- 
tion’s claim that Saddam Hussein was buying 
African uranium to construct nuclear 
weapons with which to attack the United 


States, and who argued that such claims were 


based on forged documents. Since Wilson is 
married to Plame and Plame recommended 
him for the job of looking into the African- 
uranium charge (a job, by the way, that 
someone else gave him), then husband plus 
wife must equal treason. That, in any case, 
was the unspoken justification for the leak. 

Today no one in their right mind believes 
Saddam possessed nuclear weapons, but in 
the run-up to the Iraq war Bush scared the 
knickers off the nation by warning that Hus- 
sein was stockpiling weapons of mass de 
struction. It’s been inconvenient for Bush 
that neither weapons nor any evidence of 
their existence has been found, but that did- 
n’t stop his re-election. In recent weeks, how- 
ever, opinion polls show that the public now 
doubts that those weapons — nuclear or other 
— ever existed. They were just part of one of 
those seemingly acceptable lies that grease 
the wheels of democracy. 

If the last 20 years offer any indication, it’s 
hard to imagine that Rove wasn’t in some 
way central to the Plame/Wilson caper, if not 
its mastermind. When Bush needs dirty work 
done, Rove is there to do it — rather like Lee 
Atwater served Bush I. It is all but accepted 
that when Bush was running for governor 
Texas, Rove was the man behind rumors that 
incumbent Ann Richards was a lesbian. It isa 
piece political wisdom that Rove was be- 
hind rumors that Senator John McCain, 
Bush’s rival for the 2000 GOP presidential

nomination, was mentally unstable — al- 
though McCain’s subsequent embrace cf W. 
may lend support to the claim. The sharp 
practices — most likely illegal — that kept 
Senator John Kerry’s supporters from casting 
their ballots in the key state of Ohio during 
the 2004 presidential election are likewise 
seen as Rove’s work. 

This trifecta of shame is just a sampling 
of Rove’s greatest hits. But it conveys his 
essence. He is a master of the lie, the cheat, 
the smear. While Bush portrays himself with 
genuine evangelical feeling as a child of light, 
Rove serves his master’s darkest interests 
with the equally genuine dedication of a loyal 
family retainer. 

“Time wounds all heels” goes the adage, 
and it appears to be catching up with Rove. 
Whether the special prosecutor can indict 
Rove — or anyone else — remains to be seen. 
Meanwhile, New York Times reporter Judith 
Miller, who probed Plamegate but didn’t 
publish a word about it, is in jail for failing to 
cooperate with the investigation. Columnist 
Novak, for reasons that remain unclear, is 
still at large. And the war in Iraq continues. 

And Iraq, in the end, is what this 
sideshow is all about: the lies that got us 
there and the deceptions that keep us there. 
That Bush misled the nation about the threat 
posed by Hussein is, according to opinion

polls, finally beginning to penetrate the pub- 
lic consciousness in a significant way. And 
judging from Frank Rich’s op-ed piece in the 
Sunday New York Times, it is beginning to sink 
into the mainstream media as well. But the 
even more horrendous sin — born of Secretary 
of Defense Donald Rumsfeld's overweening 
pride — is that we don’t have enough troops 
in Iraq to secure any sort of peace, for either 
our soldiers or the people of Iraq. The increas- 
ingly ferocious terror attacks by the Saddam- 
tolerant Sunnis against the Saddam-oppressed 
Shiites make the recent London bombings 
pale in comparison. 

Just as Richard Nixon destabilized Cambo- 
dia with an invasion intended to help bring 
the war in next-door Vietnam to a speedy 
conclusion, so has Bush undermined the sta- 
bility of the entire Middle East by waging his 
war in Iraq.

WIND STORM 

Please consider the following 
regarding the Nantucket 
Sound wind-farm proposal 
(“The Winds of War,” News 
and Features, July 15}. 

Due to wind inconsistency, 
the windmills can/will run 
only about 50 percent of the 
time. Conventional power 
plants will have to supply the 
deficit. Therefore, those 
plants must maintain steam 
pressure at all times so they 
will be able to satisfy de- 
mand when the windmills 
are down. In simple terms, 
the conventional power 
plants will never shut down. 
Where's the pollution advan- 
tage? Granted, less conven- 
tional fuel will be used, but 
not 50 percent less. 

Furthermore, environ- 
mentalists should be out- 
raged by this industrial pro- 
posal. Every windmill has 
the potential leak lubri- 
cating oil into the Sound. 
There is also the trans- 
former, which would hold 
thousands gallons oil.

And maintenance of these 
windmills in the ocean will 
be very costly, totally de- 
pendent on weather condi- 
tions. If an offshore instal- 
lation is where windmills 
should be placed, I suggest 
installing them on No 
Man’s Island (South of 
Martha’s Vineyard).

The Herald goes south 


As great moments in media exposure go, it may quite not rank 
up there with with Paula Kelly, the dancer and actress who 
gained fame as the first woman to reveal pubic hair in Playboy maga- 
zine (August 1969). But on the other hand, Playboy isn’t a family 

publication like the Sunday Boston Herald purports to be. 

But there gracing the left side of the front page in the July 17 
Herald in living color (and then reproduced on page 7 in black and 
white) was the photo of a young bikini-clad woman stretching 
out on a beach — and in the process, revealing several wisps of 
pubic hair. (The story that happened to accompany the photo 


ranked the quality of local beaches. ) 


True, the Herald has spiced up its pages with a more flashy and 
fleshy tabloid approach in recent years. But no one expects exposed 
nether regions showing up with the Sunday-morning coffee. 

Herald managing editor Kevin Convey ad- 
mits the paper screwed up. “It was a mis- 


take. We’re red-faced and apologetic to 


the readers we offended,” he says, 
blaming the error on better-than-ex- 
pected printing quality. “We were 
quite certain this was not going to 
turn up in our reproduction.” 
Although many sharp-eyed 
readers doubtless saw the ground- 
breaking photo — which made it 
into about 15,000 copies in the first 


edition before it was airbrushed for lat- 
er editions — Convey said the paper re- 
ceived only a handful of complaints.

Bush’s new scrub 


John Roberts. The name sounds 

like the man looks: pleasant, 
bland, reassuring. Chalk it up to the 
neck-beard, but Robert Bork, the 
failed Republican Supreme Court 
nominee of 1987, looked like he 
wanted to go eat some children. And 
his surname practically begged to be 
turned into a verb. Aesthetically, 
Roberts — whom President George 
W. Bush nominated Tuesday evening 
to fill the Supreme Court seat soon to 
be vacated by Sandra Day O’Connor 
— should be a much easier sell. 

But that doesn’t mean that 
Roberts, who graduated from Har- 
vard College and Harvard Law 
School, will cruise through his 

confirmation hearings. A half-hour 
after Bush introduced his nominee, 
Barry Lynn, the executive director of 
Americans United for Separation 
Church and State, panned Roberts as 


a closet ideologue. “There’s nothing 
that would in any way demonstrate 
a willingness to think in a non-doc- 
trinaire fashion like Sandra Day O’- 
Connor did,” Lynn said. “You could- 
n’t always predict where she was go- 
ing to go: she’d ask a lot of tough 
questions and frequently come down 
as the decisive fifth vote on a variety 
of issues. There’s nothing in his 
somewhat-minimal record to indi- 
cate that he has that kind of creativ- 
ity from the bench.” 

Roberts’ 1992 involvement in Lee v. 
Weisman is especially worrisome to 
Lynn. In that Supreme Court case, 
which involved regular graduation- 
ceremony prayers in the Providence, 
Rhode Island, public schools, 
Roberts, then US principal deputy 
solicitor general, co-authored an 
amicus brief defending the practice: 
his reasoning, Lynn claims, “essen- 


tially called for overturning the last 
50 years of legal thinking about reli- 
gious liberty and the separation of 
church and state.” (By a 5-4 margin, 
the court ruled that the graduation 
prayers were unconstitutional.) 

Then there’s the abortion issue 
— which, given the longstanding 
conservative goal of overturning Roe 
Wade, promises front and 
center as the Roberts debate unfolds. 
In another amicus brief filed with 
the Supreme Court as US principal 
deputy solicitor general, in the case 
Rust v. Sullivan, Roberts, who is Roman 
Catholic, wrote: “We continue to 
believe that Roe was wrongly decided 
and should be overruled.” 

Little wonder, then, that propo- 
nents of abortion rights were irate 
after Roberts’s nomination became 
public. “This devastating an- 
nouncement,” Melissa Kogut, the

executive director of NARAL Pro- 
Choice Massachusetts, said Tuesday 
night. “We need a Supreme Court 
that’s going to uphold the right to 
privacy. This is a devastating move 
by the president, especially given 
the make-up Congress and the 
Senate.” 

By Wednesday morning, for 
these and other reasons — Roberts’s 
slim public history also includes 
questionable decisions on the envi- 
ronment and civil liberties — the 
liberal push against Roberts had be- 
gun in earnest, with MoveOn.org 
(“We've got to stop Roberts”) lead- 
ing the way. Exactly how the debate 
will play out is anyone’s guess, but 
count on this: on some level, 
Roberts’s inoffensive packaging will 
help his Score another one for 
the ever-skillful Bush machine.

he’s really just a person against assholes. 

“I was always a troublemaker in school, and my problems with 
authority followed me into adult life,” he says on a recent Saturday 
at Au Bon Pain in Harvard Square, wearing a black T-shirt with the 
warning DANGER POLICE IN AREA below a policeman shooting a person. 
“I just became more methodical about them.” 

A Weymouth native who works as a union boilermaker, Giannone 
says that one of his proudest accomplishments came in 2000, when 
he helped organize Weymouth High School walkouts in support 
of Mumia Abu-Jamal. Before the event even happened, he made 
headlines when Weymouth police arrested him for violating the 
city’s “tagging” laws by fliering telephone poles with protest an- 
nouncements. 

“You're getting this mostly white suburban school taking a 
stand for a former Black Panther accused of killing a cop,” Gian- 
none says of his Weymouth coup. “It’s one of those it-can’t-happen- 
here things.” 

When John Ashcroft descended on Faneuil Hall to defend the 
Patriot Act in 2002, Giannone printed up fliers with Ashcroft’s 
head transposed over Jack Nicholson’s infamous “Here’s Johnny” . 
shot from The Shining and credited them to the fictional organization 
People Against Assholes. Two years later, during the presidential 
election, Giannone designed white T-shirts with the proclamation 
THEY BOTH suCK beneath Bush’s and Kerry’s faces. He likes that 
sort of blunt tone. “It makes people laugh and it shows profound 
disrespect to [people] who deserve it.” 

Then the DNC came town. During Canal Street protest 
march on the convention’s last day, Boston Police superintendent 
Robert Dunford’s navy-blue hat went flying off his head. All hell 
broke loose, and suddenly cops had Giannone pinned to the ground. 
Since this confrontation happened in the midst of a national news 
story that really wasn’t generating much news, images of 
Giannone’s arrest — grimacing painfully as a beefy police officer 
pulled a thick strap around his neck — became the news. 

“It looked worse than it felt,” says Giannone, who does see a 
benefit to having a picture of a cop strangling him all over the 
media. “Sometimes you have to see some confrontation on the 
streets so that people who aren’t around to see it know that 
there’s opposition.” 

A few weeks ago, after nearly a year of court dates, a jury found 
Giannone not guilty of assault and battery. But the drawn-out 
process wasn’t without its ongoing repercussions. Last February, 
the Herald ran an inaccurate story about an “anarchist cell” that had 
been operating the Hub and used file photo Giannone the 
DNC —- connecting the two because supportive anarchists had 
called him a “comrade” online. 

Giannone didn’t testify his own trial. Recalling the day 
was arrested, he confesses, “I won’t say my behavior was entirely 
lawful, but I didn’t assault anyone. And that’s what I was charged 
with.” But did he toss Superintendent Dunford’s hat? 

“Someone definitely threw a hat,” he says matter-of-factly. “I 
saw it land.”

The religious right is not of a single mind, after all 
— as you can see, they can’t agree on what variety of 
lesbian Elaine Kaplan is. 

Kaplan’s name has come up a lot lately, as gay-rights 
opponents rally to block legislation that would explicitly 
extend anti-discrimination rights to gay federal em- 
ployees. The bill is Congressman Barney Frank’s re- 
sponse to Office of Special Counsel head Scott Bloch’s in- 
sistence that existing law does not already protect those 
rights — even though the White House says that they 
do. (See “Legal Discrimination,” This Just In, June 3.) 

Right-wing organizations say that Kaplan, Bloch’s 
predecessor, improperly extended these rights to 
homosexual federal workers. And they imply that she 
did so because she herself is, you know, one of them. 

Kaplan — who tells the Phoenix she prefers “attractive 
lesbian” or “clever lesbian” — is taking the controversy 
in stride. 

“A number of avowed, admitted, and presumably 
practicing heterosexuals, including President Bush 
and former solicitor general Ted Olson, agree with 
my interpretation of the law,” says Kaplan.

Repro Rights

For a bill that stresses the importance of 
timely access, passage has been long 
time coming. But now, after several 
years of debate, the state measure that 
would make it easier for women in Mass- 
achusetts to access the so-called morn- 
ing-after pill is finally coming down the 
home stretch. 

The bill’s aim is twofold. First, it 
would require hospitals to provide rape 
victims with emergency contraception 
(EC) — a dose of highly concentrated hor- 
™mones that, when taken within five days 
of intercourse, prevents ovulation, fertil- 
ization, or implantation of a fertilized egg 
in the womb. Secondly, it would allow 
pharmacists to dispense EC without a pre- 
scription — a great boon for every woman 
who knows that mistakes can happen on 
weekends, after hours, and when your 
doctor is on vacation. 

Proponents say the EC bill would pre- 
vent unintended pregnancies, and there- 
fore reduce the number of abortions in the 
state. “This is an area where we can reach 
common ground in the reproductive- 
rights debate,” says Angus McQuilken, 
public-affairs director for Planned Parent- 
hood League of Massachusetts (PPLM). 

The Senate unanimously approved its 
version of the bill in June, while the House

passed the measure by a large margin early 
this month. Now, six senators and repre- 
sentatives are hammering out a compro- 
mise. The sticking point? Whether to in- 
clude language that would make it possi- 
ble for the state’s nine Catholic hospitals to 
opt out of providing EC to rape victims. 

Anti-choice conservatives, led by the 
Massachusetts Catholic Conference (MCC) 
and Massachusetts Citizens for Life, oppose 
the bill. By requiring Catholic hospitals 
(such as St. Elizabeth’s, in Brighton) to 
provide EC, the legislature would be forc- 
ing them to “violate Catholic teachings,” 
says MCC associate director for policy and 
research Dan Avila. But this argument 
rests on the assumption that EC can actu- 
ally induce abortion, a claim refuted by 
activists and doctors alike. Regardless, 
McQuilken adds, “Catholic hospitals are 
not places of worship. . . . They serve pa- 
tients of all faiths.” 

Both sides expect the compromise to be 
ironed out soon. That would leave the gov- 
ernor’s desk as the bill’s biggest obstacle 
— though the measure still has enough 
support (two-thirds of the legislature) to 
override his veto. 

During his gubernatorial campaign, 
Governor Mitt Romney told Planned Par- 
enthood (on a candidate questionnaire) 


that he supported expanded access to EC. 
Now, he’s staying exasperatingly mum.

Anyone who’s seen Joe Berlinger and Bruce Sinof- 
sky’s brutal, haunting documentaries Paradise Lost: 
The Child Murders at Robin Hood Hills and Paradise Lost 2: 
Revelations has likely never forgotten them. This Sat- 
urday, events here and across the country aim to 
make sure the films’ subjects are remembered too. 

When three young boys were viciously slain in 
the poor backwater of West Memphis, Arkansas, 
in 1993, three suspects were arrested almost imme- 
diately. There was no murder weapon, and no 
physical evidence linking Jesse Misskelley, Jason 
Baldwin, and Damien Echols to the murders. But 
there was an inconsistent, illegally obtained, and 
soon retracted “confession” from Misskelley (who’s 
borderline mentally retarded). There was also the 
fact that Echols dressed in black, listened to 
Metallica, read Stephen King, and flirted with 
Wicca. Rumors of Satanic sacrifice swept through 
the largely Baptist community, and after shoddy 
trial riddled with errors, all three were convicted. 
Echols was sentenced to death, Baldwin got life 
without parole, and Misskelley received life plus 
40 years. In the decade-plus since, the case has 
been a rallying point for those who believe the 
teens are innocent — or at least deserve a fair trial. 

West Memphis Three Worldwide Awareness 
Day has about 50 different events planned for this 
weekend across the country and abroad — includ- 
ing one in Moscow and one on a base in Antarctica. 

Locally, Somerville poet Bree Rolfe has organ- 
ized a rock show — featuring the Chain Letter, Hot 
Black, the Shills, and the Living Sea — at O’Brien’s 
on July 23. With Mitt Romney pushing hard once 
again to bring the death penalty to Massachusetts 
(see page 14), it’s a timely event. 

“Iam 99 percent sure they’re innocent,” says 
Rolfe. “But even if they aren’t, they deserve a fair 
trial, which they didn’t get.” 

“They're coming into a really crucial time in 
the court system,” says Tammy Adin, an associate 
editor of the online ’zine Punk Globe and the event's 
national organizer. “They’re about to head to fed- 
eral court where they’ll hopefully get more of a 
fair shake at it than they did in Arkansas.” 

Adin intends to funnel proceeds from the 
events to the WM3 Legal Defense Fund. But she 
Says awareness is just as important. 

She’s talked to many people who’ve heard of the 
case, but who for some reason believed the three 
had been freed a long time ago. “Then there’s an- 
other whole generation of young people who have 
never heard of it, and then as soon as they hear of 
it, are just amazed.” 

Perhaps, she says, because they can see paral- 
lels ¢o their own lives. “I’m the parent of a 16- 
year-old girl who’s a punk in a small town, and 
she gets harassed,” Adin says. “She wears black 
and listens to punk music. 1 was the same way. 
So many people who don’t fit in where they’re 
living can see that this could happen to them.”

From a technical standpoint let’s say it’s not out of the 
question. As a practical matter, however, no. | feel it’s im- 
portant that the populace be made aware of this: if you’re 
looking to save humankind’s butt in the coming intergalac- 
tic conflict, don’t put your faith in the germs. 

First let’s deal with what I take to be the crux of your ob- 
jection, namely that earthly and alien life forms would like- 
ly be so radically different that germs preying on one would 
be impotent against the other. Here we need to distinguish 
between the two most common types of pathogen, bacteria 
and viruses. As far as viruses are concerned, your suspicions 
are dead-on — the chances of an earth virus successfully in- 
fecting an invader from another planet are close to nil. 
Viruses are essentially bits of genetic code that trick host 
cells into reproducing them. To do so they need to precisely 
mirror certain amino-acid sequences in the host’s DNA. 
Even assuming basic biochemical commonality between 
virus and host — no sure thing when aliens are involved — 
viruses tend to be species-specific. They do make the leap 
from one species to another, but only after long coexistence 
between the hosts. The diseases that did the most to kill off 
Native Americans — smallpox and measles come to mind — 
were largely viral. Even now a viral epidemic can be fright- 
eningly difficult to control (witness AIDS) and seems a logi- 
cal candidate for annihilating an alien horde. Sorry, not 
gonna happen. 

Bacteria are more promising, weaponswise. It’s fair to say 
bacteria, or at least some bacteria, can survive anywhere 
there’s a supply of nutrients, however forbidding the envi- 
ronment. Most bacteria are benign; at any given time your 
body is hosting hundreds of different kinds without ill ef- 
fect. Still, some can be lethal. 

But here’s the thing. WOTW, written by H.G. Wells in 
1898, reflects the leading scientific thinking of its day. 
WOTW is said to have originated in a discussion Wells had 
with his brother about the fate of the aboriginal Tasmani- 
ans, who were devastated by European diseases. Given that 
context, the fictional notion of aliens brought low by mi- 
crobes made sense. 

By modern lights, though, WOTW is scientifically naive. 
The only way Spielberg’s movie makes sense is if the aliens 
are complete morons, not only breathing our air (they don’t 
wear pressure suits or breathing apparatus) but apparently 
drinking our blood without benefit of pasteurization. ©

The news blues 


CAN CBS4 GET BOSTON WATCH AGAIN? 


WITH LEAD ANCHOR JOSH BINSWANGER OUT VACATION, VERY FAMILIAR 
FACE SHOWED (CHANNEL NEWSCAST LAST WEEK 
JACK WILLIAMS 30-YEAR STATION VETERAN WHO CONJURES THE 


bygone era when Boston anchor teams were 
known by their first names (“Jack and Liz” and 
“Chet and Nat”) — was back anchoring late 
night in his smooth, easy style. “A real bum- 
mer for Boston’s boys of summer,” he crooned, 
describing the Red Sox’ loss to the Yankees. 

A few days earlier, Williams (who normally 
anchors the noon and four-o’clock newscasts), 
played a prominent role in the station’s 
Fourth of July Esplanade extravaganza when 
he read the Gettysburg Address on the air. 

Could Williams’s renewed profile signal 
a back-to-the-future strategy of emphasizing 
the station’s tried-and-true personalities? 
Officials which has been lagging 
badly in the city’s competitive broadcast- 
news ratings wars, aren’t divulging any 
specific plans. 

“He brings strength to any newscast,” 
Says station manager Angie Kucharski. 
“He’s Jack Williams.” 

“We want to try anything,” adds CBS4 
general manager Julio Marenghi in a bit of 
admirable candor. 

Why not? Despite the benefit of CBS’s 
top-rated national prime-time line-up, 
the Viacom-owned station is looking to 
reverse its disappointing news performance 
the country’s fifth-largest television 
market. CBSq hasn’t won in the crucial 1 
pm time slot for more than a decade, and in 
the May 2005 “sweeps” ratings, it finished 
a morale-sapping third everywhere except 
noon. 

In a market where WHDH-TV’s (Channel 
7) newscasts have been defined by flashy 
graphics and quick pacing, and WCVB-TV 
(Channel 5s) is still seen as steeped in com- 
munity and tradition, CBSg4 — which used 
to be the famous WBZ — has had trouble 
creating an identifiable news brand. 

“To some degree we're not as defined as 
the other two guys,” admits Marenghi. 


CHANNEL FLIPPING 


Over the past two years, CBS4 has undergone 
a series of major changes. 

In 2003, the station announced that it was 
taking the big step of swapping the WBZ logo 
for CBS4. The idea was to stress ties to the 
network that owns it, but the change has cre- 
ated a good amount of brand confusion 
(Marenghi recalls with some frustration that 
the mayor’s wife, Angela Menino, once asked 
him, “Why is it CBS4?”). 

Then, in September 2004, the station tried 
to juice up its lead anchor team at 6 and 11 
pm, by replacing Joe Shortsleeve and partner- 
ing Binswanger — who had worked every- 
where from CBS to the History Channel — 
with Lisa Hughes. 


FLOP SWEAT 


Whether it’s bringing 
back tried-and-true 
personalities like Joe 
Williams or shaking up 
newsroom management, 
CBS4 is desperate to 
create an identifiable 
news brand. “We want 
to try anything,” says 
GM julio Marenghi. 


A month later, Marenghi, who began 
his career in the Channel 4 mailroom, was 
brought in to replace veteran GM Ed Gold- 
man. In March of this year, Kucharski, who 
has a strong TV newsroom background, came 
aboard as Marenghi’s second in command. 
Two months ago, in an attempt to bolster 
its coverage of the State House and City 
Hall, the station hired high-profile political 
analyst Jon Keller, who had been working at 
WLVI-TV (Channel 56). 

The most recent shock wave occurred 
Monday, when the station abruptly fired 
news director Matt Ellis, who had replaced 
long-time news director Peter Brown in 
2004. A brief e-mail from Marenghi to the 
staff stated, “We greatly appreciate Matt’s 
hard work.” But a station source said that in 
personal remarks to the staff explaining the 
move, Marenghi talked of the need fora 
leadership change and a new direction in 
the newsroom. 

There are a lot of theories about how the 
once-proud Channel 4 newscast got itself into 
such a predicament. Jim Thistle, director of 
broadcast journalism at Boston University 
and a former news director at Channels 4, 5, 
and 7, says “the house of WBZ began to fall 
in upon itself” in the late ’70s, when rival 
Channel 5 hired anchor Tom Ellis (who had 
been in New York) and began a long run of 
success with such top personalities as Chet 
Curtis and Natalie Jacobson. 

A more current explanation involves the 
1995 switch when Channel 4 changed from 
an NBC affiliate to a CBS affiliate, and Chan- 
nel 7 replaced CBS with NBC. Not only did 
Channel 4 lose Seinfeld and the rest of NBC’s 
“Must See TV” prime-time line-up, but the 
network swap proved confusing and disori- 
enting to viewers. In an attempt to senda 
reassuring message about continuity, the 
station adopted the upbeat slogan “The Tra- 
dition Continues.” But in fact, it didn’t. 

The affiliate switch “was the 9/11 of 
Channel 4,” says one industry insider. 

But the station kept trying. After the 
Project for Excellence in Journalism, an 
organization that monitors media stan- 
dards and practices, released a 1999 survey 
indicating that WBZ had the best late 
newscast in Boston, the station tried a 
marketing campaign to emphasize the 
quality of its news. 

Another opportunity to build a station 
brand — this time around weather — might 
have been missed in 2002 when popular me- 
teorologist Harvey Leonard’s contract with 
Channel 7 expired, and he came on the mar- 
ket. But it was Channel 5, not 4, that ended 
up signing him. 

In recent years, some analysts say, 

CBSq has been saddled with a problem that 
is endemic to the local news industry — a 
lack of strong, dominant male anchors. 
When Shortsleeve was replaced by Bin- 
swanger, the perception was that Short- 
sleeve was perhaps better suited to reporting 
than to anchoring. Whether Binswanger, 
who had also auditioned for an anchor job 
at Channel 5, is the answer remains an 
open question. 


“I think he and Lisa as a team have start- 
ed to emerge,” says Marenghi. “We think 
it’s still early in the process. I think we're 
on the right track.” 


NEW YORK THE HOUSE 


One person certainly interested in whether 
CBSq is on the right track is Dennis Swanson, 
chief operating officer of Viacom’s Television 
Stations Group. Swanson was in Boston last 
week for an annual meeting with manage- 
ment to discuss programming and budgets. 
(Viacom also owns UPN38 and WLWC-TV/UPN 
28 in Providence.) 

As former president of sales at Viacom’s TV 
Group, Marenghi is widely viewed as a Swan- 
son favorite. When he came to Channel 4, 
one local television-industry source described 
it as “the New York club bringing in one of their 
own.” Deborah Potter, the executive director 
of Newslab, a nonprofit that provides training 
and resources to television newsrooms, says, 
“My impression is that Swanson has really 
taken on these [Viacom stations] and is really 
working through them.” 

But both Marenghi and Kucharski, who 
was station manager for the Viacom-owned 
KCNC in Denver when Boston beckoned, say 
they have been given free rein by the corpo- 
rate offices. 

“In this case, New York is my friend. I 
want New York in my building,” asserts 
Marenghi. “I have to run this place fiscally. I 
have to do it smart, or else 1 don’t have a job.” 

“Sometimes you can hear New York and it 
connotes a corporate mandate,” says Kucharski. 
“The corporate mandate is ‘We’re not going 
to run your station. We want you to win, but 
you make the calls.’” 

One call apparently on the verge of being 
made is a new contract for Bob Lobel, the 
long-time sports anchor whose personal pec- 
cadilloes have become topics for gossip 
columns and a profile in Boston magazine. 

Despite the unpleasant publicity, 
Marenghi says the station is “very close” toa 
new deal with Lobel. “Bob has been going 
through his own life crisis, which is person- 
al,” he adds. “He didn’t violate his contract, 
and he didn’t do anything illegal.” 

But re-upping one piece of top talent won't 
solve CBSq’s ratings problems 

Marenghi has a number of opti 
disposal — ranging from on- and ¢ 
personnel changes to a new p 
campaign. But given Channe 
tory and the nature of the TVa 
job of shaking up the marketpl 
daunting one. 

“Viewing habits become engrained and 
people are hard to move,” says Potter. “People 
have viewing habits that they learned at their 
parents’ knee.” 

And those offering advice to Marenghi 
agree on one point. A small, incremental 
tweaking probably won’t get the job done. 

“You've got to stake your claim in one 
thing,” says a local industry expert. “And it 
can’t be subtle at ail.” 

Adds Thistle, “There needs to be some- 
thing dramatic.” ©

Primary movers

two small states control the nation’s political 
future. Or, to put it bluntly: with New Hamp- 
shire and Iowa leading the way, followed 
breathlessly by a slew of other states, Democ- 
rats keep losing presidential elections. 

The status quo will be tough to change, 
however. New Hampshire’s first-in-the-na- 
tion primary status has been envied for 
decades, but state law — which mandates that 
the New Hampshire election occur one week 
before any other — has managed to deter po- 
tential rivals. And while angst about “front- 
loading” (states pushing their primaries as 
close as possible to the start of the new year) 
has been around for 20 years, the problem 
keeps getting worse. 

So skeptics can be excused for doubting 
that the Democratic National Committee’s 
Commission on Presidential Nomination Tim- 
ing and Scheduling — which just had its third 
meeting, on July 16 in Washington, DC — will 
do anything radical when it makes its recom- 
mendation to DNC chair Howard Dean later 
this year. Come 2008, lowa and New Hamp- 
shire will go first. And long before most Amer- 
icans will have begun paying attention, both 
presidential nominees will be decided. 

Or will they? After all, at the close of the 
60s, following the disastrous 1968 Democratic 
convention in Chicago, the McGovern-Fraser 
Commission marginalized the ence-powerful 
party bosses and created a more democratic 
nominating system that granted more power 
the primaries and caucuses. The GOP adopt- 
ed a comparable structure shortly thereafter. 
(Historically, the parties have tended to follow 


each other’s lead on these matters, so any De- 
mocratic reforms may well have bipartisan 
repercussions.) Today’s Democrats are once 
more a deeply frustrated bunch. And nothing 
prompts drastic action like despair. 


RUNNING 

Among political insiders, the Democratic Party’s 
fondness for technical tinkering is a running 
joke — one that liberal commentator E.J. Dionne 
played up in a recent Washingten Post column fo- 
cused on David Price, the North Carolina con- 
gressman who co-chairs 
the nomination com- 
mission with former la-

ther. Robert Kennedy won his biggest primary 
victory, in California, on June 4, 1968 — nearly 
three months after Lyndon Johnson won New 
Hampshire. But with the advent of “Super 
Tuesday,” which steadily attracted more states 
and inched ever closer to the beginning of the 
calendar year, the rush to the front of the line 
began in earnest. 

Iowa and New Hampshire partisans make 
simple argument for the status quo (at least, for 
the part that concerns them): holding the first 
big presidential contests in two small states 
puts a premium on old-school retail politick- 
ing. “There are some good reasons to keep Iowa 
and New Hampshire first,” says Kathy Sullivan, 
chair of the New Hampshire Democratic Party. 

“You have the true idea 
of grassroots politics. 
People do make a point

and as policy. Previous death-penalty bills had 
lost by close margins in the state, suggesting 
that a better plan — and a popular governor — 
might swing the vote. The 11 members he as- 
sembled on his Governor’s Council on Capital 
Punishment, including respected figures like 
forensic scientist Dr. Henry Lee, Indiana Uni- 
versity law professor Joseph Hoffman, and 
Brigham and Women’s pathologist Dr. Fred 
Bieber, impressed even the most skeptical. By 
demanding extra assurances of guilt, Rom- 
ney’s plan would presumably assuage the con- 
cerns raised by reports of innocent death-row 
inmates, which have stalled public support for 
capital punishment. He could force potential 
gubernatorial opponents — like Attorney Gen- 
eral Thomas Reilly, a death-penalty supporter 
— to either back his bill or take an unpopular 
position opposing it. And even the measure 


failed here in Massachusetts, it would look 
good to Republicans nationally for his poten- 
tial 2008 presidential run. 

But by last Thursday, when Romney finally 
presented the plan to the state legislature’s 
Joint Committee on the Judiciary, his gamble 
had crapped out. Democrats in the State 
House say the bill has no chance of passing, a 
reality Romney himself seemed to concede. 
“I don’t pretend there will be a dramatic shift 
in response to my testimony,” he said. 

The Massachusetts citizenry apparently 
doesn’t care about the measure: although polls 
show a majority favoring the bill, legislators 
and their aides say they are receiving calls 
about it. Romney’s bill has been denounced by 
both the Boston Globe and the Boston Herald, pro- 
viding sufficient cover for Reilly and other De- 
mocrats oppose while still supporting

capital punishment. State Senator Marc 
Pacheco (D-Taunton), normally a slam-dunk 
vote for any death-penalty proposal, tells the 
Phoenix that he is “increasingly getting frus- 
trated with this piece of legislation being used 
for purely political purposes.” Even assuming 
Pacheco and other pro-death-penalty Democ- 
rats ultimately vote for the bill, it will lose by 
roughly 4o votes in the House and 15 in the 
Senate, according to anti-death-penalty lobby- 
ists. If Pacheco and others like him vote no, 
the loss could end up as a massacre. 

Nationally, it looks just as bad. The New 
York Times Magazine mocked Romney in its most 
recent “Year in Ideas” issue, calling his “fool- 
proof death penalty” “the first effort to write 
a purely symbolic criminal statute.” No 
prominent Republicans from out of state have 
spoken up for the plan. 

And the best example of how sad and lone- 
ly this bill is? The Romney team can’t even 
provide the de rigueur prop for a piece of 
tough-on-crime legislation: a victim’s teary- 
eyed family member. A few showed up to tes- 
tify against the bill, and the governor’s office 
has yet to find anyone in favor who will even 
stand alongside Romney for photo ops. 


PARODY? 

Romney’s plan can best be described as a 
right-wing parody of a liberal’s perfect death- 
penalty bill: an expensive and complicated 
new bureaucracy that would execute nobody. 
The bill calls for layers and layers of new 
processes and legal requirements, while re 
stricting death-penalty eligibility so narrowly 
that it’s hard to find any real case to which it 
would ever apply. Whether this was bad work 
by Romney’s staff or the inevitable result of a 
quixotic endeavor, it’s not likely to appeal to 
Many people on either side of the debate. 

Under Romney’s plan, the death penalty 
would be applied to murders committed as an 
act of terrorism; assassination of law-enforce- 
ment officers, prosecutors, corrections 
officers, and other state criminal-justice 
officials; killings committed during incarcera- 
tion; multiple murders; and killings involving 
prolonged torture. Those are rare enough. But 
each case would also have to involve forensic 
evidence, Further, eligible convicted killers 
would face a second trial to determine punish- 
ment, with a separate jury tasked with find- 
ing guilt beyond any doubt, rather than just 
beyond a reasonable doubt. Suffolk County 
sheriff Andrea Cabral, testifying against the 
bill, questioned whether that is even possible 
the state judiciary’s own language for ex- 
plaining “reasonable doubt” to jurors, she 
pointed out, says that “beyond all doubt” is 
not a feasible standard. 

Romney himself cites two murders in the 
Commonwealth in the past 10 years that he 
claims might have been deterred this legis- 
lation: the killings Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Paul McLaughlin in 1995, and incarcerat- 
former priest/molester John Geoghan 
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2003. He also points to the London bombings 
and the multiple murders allegedly commit- 
ted by Joseph Duncan in Idaho as the types of 
crimes that would be eligible for death. 

Perhaps the governor really believes that, 
had his proposed statute been in place, Jeffrey 
Bly and Joseph Druce would have refrained 
from killing, respectively, McLaughlin and Ge- 
oghan — a view not shared by death-penalty 
opponents, who insist that capital punish- 
ment is not a deterrent. But even Romney 
doesn’t think that terrorism cases would be 
prosecuted by the state. At the hearing, Lieu- 
tenant Governor Kerry Healey conceded that 
the federal courts, which can impose the death 
penalty, would handle such cases, but asserted 
that making terrorism murders punishable by 
death in state law is nevertheless “important 
as a statement of principle.” Sounds like the 
Times Magazine had it nailed — this is symbolic 
crime-fighting. 


MITT GETS BIZARRE 
With the actual likelihood of 
execution under this legisla- 
tion virtually nil, last Thurs- 
day Romney and Healey 
made like George W. after 
finding no weapons of mass 
destruction: they retroactive- 
ly unveiled a new 
justification for their plan. 

They now claim that the 
threat of execution would 
prompt many killers to plea 
bargain and accept a first-de- 
gree-murder conviction in ex- 
change for death-penalty 
waiver. In fact, Romney 
testified that this would hap- 
pen so frequently, the savings 
from those trials might out- 
weigh the potential cost of the 
new death-penalty system. 

This is a rotten argument 
for several reasons, but most- 
ly because the threat would 
work just as well on innocent 
people as on guilty ones, In 
fact, as Norfolk County DA 
Bill Keating pointed out in 
his testimony, the Supreme 
Judicial Court has noted that 
the death penalty could be 
unconstitutional because it un- 
duly pressures defendants to 
accept life in prison rather 
than face the possibility of 
death. “And now they high- 
light it as a reason for pass- 
ing the bill,” Keating said 
with palpable contempt. 

This newly discovered 
rationale for the bill was just 
one of several head-scratchers that Romney and 
Healey let fly the hearing. How pay for the 
representation of defendants facing the death 
penalty was another. When asked about the 
added cost to the state of hiring specially 
qualified defense attorneys to work the enor- 
mous hours this kind of case would require, 
Romney said that he would consider additional 
funding if necessary — but claimed that it prob- 
ably wouldn’t cost anything at all. “When 
there’s a rare capital-punishment case, it brings 
defense attorneys from all over the country who 
are happy to take the case without pay,” he said. 
He didn’t explain the basis for this statement. It 
certainly did not come from recent and ongoing 
death-penalty cases in Massachusetts federal 
court, which have been defended great ex- 
pense to the taxpayers, Middlesex County DA 
Martha Coakley points out. 

An even bigger whopper came when State 
Senator Steven Baddour (D-Methuen) asked 
about the historic injustice that African- 
Americans receive the death penalty in vastly 
disproportionate numbers. Romney bizarrely 
claimed that not only did his plan safeguard 
against that concern, but that the death 
penalty would apply specifically to crimes 
that minorities don’t commit. can’t think 
of a case involving an African-American 
where this provision might apply,” he said, 
apparently forgetting Jeffrey Bly, the man 
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convicted of killing prosecutor McLaugh- 
lin. In fact, he opined, all cases of mass 
murder he could think of were perpetrated 
by people “of the majority race” — an inter- 
esting new theory of terrorism, not to 
mention the DC sniper killings. 

Romney may have been confusing per- 
petrators with victims. Although racial mi- 
norities make up a disproportionately high 
percentage of homicide victims in Massa- 
chusetts, McLaughlin and Geoghan, as well 
as the victims in Idaho and most of those in 
the London bombings, were white. 


BACKFIRE 

Perhaps the most disconcerting moment 
of the hearing came when Representative 
Michael Costello (D-Newburyport) ques- 
tioned Lieutenant Governor Healey, who 
said she was unfamiliar with the case of 
Stephan Cowans. 

Cowans is the young 
black man who did six 
years for the non-fatal 
shooting of a Boston police 
officer — a crime he did not 
commit — based in large 
part on fingerprint evi- 

~=©dence later found to be 

faulty. Had the officer 

died, Costello said, Cowans 
# would have been eligible 

: for the death penalty, and 
might well have been exe- 
cuted despite the “fool- 
proof” system, or would 
have pled to first-degree 
murder to avoid the possi- 
bility of a death sentence. 

Cowans is just one of a 
stream of wrongfully con- 
victed people set free in the 
22 months since Romney 
launched this death-penalty 
initiative, which is probably 
one of the major reasons 
why the bill has failed to 
gain momentum. Nobody 
paying attention to crimi- 
nal-justice issues around 
here believes we are close to 
a foolproof system — as 
State Senator Dianne Wilk- 
erson (D-Boston) put it, “it’s 
not a system that works, 
but a system that allows us 
to fix mistakes.” Of all the 
cases, Cowans’s has sent 
the biggest shock waves of 
concern through the system 
— leading to grand-jury pro- 
ceedings and the shutdown 
of the Boston Police Depart- 
ment’s fingerprint lab — 
which makes it all the more stunning that 
Healey wasn’t prepped on it. 

Even Coakley, the DA of the state’s 
largest county, testified that the realities 
of police and FBI misconduct render moot 
all hopes of a foolproof system. 

Instead of a symbolic death penalty, 
what Coakley wants is some real crime- 
fighting capability. Her office can’t get 
DNA tested because of backlogs at the state 
lab, she testified. Judges are grossly under- 
paid, while lack of funding has made de- 
fense counsei literally unavailable (see 
“Criminal Justice,” This Just In, July 8). 

This was the overarching theme of the 
hearing, and a sign of how this death- 
penalty bill is backfiring on Romney. It has 
become a focal point for discussion of what 
his administration has not done to improve 
public safety and criminal prosecution. 
Why not add police, increase prosecutorial 
budgets, improve crime labs, raise pay for 
court-appointed defense attorneys? “Why is 
this the best way to spend money?” asks 
State Senator Cynthia Creem (D-Newton), a 
member the judiciary committee. “There 
was no answer to that.” ©

Munster, and sticking out his tongue. He likes 
Citizen Kane, the Pogues, 24, bats, quantum 
physics, and Caddyshack. And he just might be 
the most popular person in Boston. 

I know all this from Ferno’s MySpace 
profile, the online home he updates three or 
four times a week and logs on to every day. 
Within this world, he has an inordinate 
number of friends: 3493 as of this past Tues- 
day. He’s friends with Stacy, a 23-year-old 
Freddy Krueger fan who likes to be pho- 
tographed in a spaghetti-strap cocktail 
dress, blood-spattered and clutching a chain 
saw. He’s friends with Vazquez, long-haired 
bassist for suburban rock band Damone who 
aspires someday to be mayor of Waltham. 
He’s friends with Catherine, a “lonely beach 
bum pot head” Floridian who wants to meet 
Jesus, Mary, and God — in that order. And 
he’s friends with me. 

Ferno and | are “MySpace friends.” 

That’s different from real-life friends, casual 
acquaintances, or Outlook contacts. For 
one, I see Ferno’s face every time I log on to 
MySpace, where my profile lists all my 
friends, including Ferno — who’s become 
quite the “Internet networking-service 
celebrity” in the words of his MassArt class- 
mate “Markwood.” From a blog entry linked 
from his personal page, I know that when 
Ferno started a new job two Mondays ago, he 
spilled yogurt on his orientation paperwork 
and keyboard by 10 am. I also know from one 
of his bulletin entries, the MySpace equiva- 
lent of a mass mailing, that when he dida 
spoken-word Misfits-themed event at 
O’Brien’s in Allston two Thursdays ago, 
some crazy stranger defecated right in the 
middle of his early-evening set. I know all 
this, yet Ferno and I haven't had an offline 
conversation in three weeks. 

Launched officially in January 2004 after a 
four-month public beta test, the social-net- 
working site MySpace.com already has a stag- 
gering membership of 22 million, with two 
million new members joining per month, ac- 
cording to online market researcher comScore 
Media Metrix. Not only does MySpace have 10 
times more registered users than Friendster did 
at its zenith (1.7 million), it also logs nearly 
7.5 billion page-views a month. That makes 
MySpace the fifth-highest-ranked domain 
the Internet, surpassing both Hotmail and 
Google. The only Web sites visited more than 
MySpace.com are Yahoo!, AOL, MSN, and eBay. 

For the 18-to-34-year-old demo, the site 
has become a secondary e-mail account, an- 
other address to check after a drunken night 
at a club, and a way to gawk secretly at hot 
friends-of-friends. Users post photos, delin- 
eate personal tastes, type blog entries; musi- 
cians upload songs, photos, and biography 
information; event promoters use MySpace 
bulletins like online fliers. There are also 


MySpace groups, subset communities that 
unite users by their interests: Boston Bar 
Hoppers, Red Sox Nation, even the Amber 
and Boston Rob fan club. And just about 
everything that’s posted MySpace can 
commented on by another user. In a sense, 
it’s like a yearbook that never gets outdated. 
At this point, MySpace’s influence ex- 
tends far beyond the Web. Last month, two 
North Shore high-school students used 
MySpace to promote an animal-rights 
protest against Kentucky Fried Chicken in 
Saugus. This year, new records from Nine 
Inch Nails, Black Eyed Peas, Audioslave, 
Billy Corgan, and Weezer have all made 
their exclusive online-streaming debuts 
on MySpace — and Billy Corgan maintains 
his own page. Two weeks ago, Random 
House junior editor, registered on MySpace 
as Bluegirlaqny, got fired for kvetching 
about her boss on her blog, which Gawker 
then picked up and released to the world. 
Occasional experiences like that, howev- 
er, are hardly driving away users, who are 
drawn to the site’s seemingly endless 
capacity to customize their public faces. 
“MySpace is really all about ‘Come online 
and have an experience that’s totally per- 
sonalized to who you are,’” says Jamie 
Kantrowitz, MySpace’s 28-year-old vice- 
president of marketing. “Everything from 
the bands and music that you interact 
with, to the television shows you like, to 
your friends and other lifestyle interests — 
whether that’s religion, politics, you name 
it — MySpace created a way for people to 
put their lives online.” 


TIME WELL WASTED 

MySpace is a rabbit hole. Cruise through Clay 
N. Ferno’s 88-page friend menagerie of tat- 
tooed, buxom, kohl-eyed acquaintances, and 
somewhere on page 11 you'll find sometime 
masked wrestler Miss Firecracker. Peruse the 
Pawtucket-based performer’s page, scope out 
her friends, then detour to a spot devoted to La 
Hornita, her rasslin’ queen-bee alter-ego. From 
there, your mouse moves to a black-and-white 
thumbnail of a shirtless guy zipping up his fly 
over toilet bowl. Upon further inspection, 
you discover his name is “Houston Bernard” 
and he’s Brooklyn-based bisexual electrop- 
unk rapper hyping a kitsch-sleaze CD, Whores 
Have More quick peek into his list 
28,094 friends unearths Jackie, a dreadlocked 
23-year-old who one day wants to be a Suicide 
Girl; “Beetlejuice,” LA-based new-wave goth 
with spiky hair lubed into an asterisk; and 
“MySpace Slut,” a chubby Pacific Islander 
promotions guy whose entire photo gallery 
consists of him uncomfortably groping Hooters 
girls and other half-naked women. His list of 
2497 friends consists mostly of bodacious mod- 
els bikinis and lip gloss until you stumble 
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upon Cheryl, 
blonde who l 
Eye Blind.” Cheryl write 
chick ... with a ho Besides that, I am cur- 
rently employed wi e Alameda County Su- 
perior Court, criminal division.” Suddenly, it's 
45 minutes later and all you've learned is that 
millions of people have way too much free 

time on their hands — yourself included. My- 
Space is the ultimate time suck. 

The photos on MySpace constitute a major 
part of the site’s voyeuristic appeal. They are 
an entirely different breed from the usual dat- 
ing-site images, which tend to be bland and 
awkwardly posed. MySpace photos are ugly, 
strange, costumed, and tasteless. Self-por- 
traits shot in bedroom mirrors are common. 
Guys guzzle 4o-ounce bottles, bite guitar 
necks, wield nunchakus, tug down their 
shorts. Girls blow gum bubbles and show off 
their cleavage. 

For all that, it seems to bring together the 
like-minded — for whatever purposes. Sam 
Nashawaty has 234 MySpace friends. He’s says 
he’s slept with about 10 of them, after dating 
15. That’s something like half the people he’s 
ever slept with. 

A lean, bass-playing Dungeon & Dragons 
fan with a pierced lower lip, septum, and 
nipples, Nashawaty doesn’t want a relation- 
ship. His last serious girlfriend was way too 
controlling. “I like my space,” he says, no pun 
intended. “I’m not clingy.” 

He works full-time for a Rhode Island sex- 
toy distributor, so perhaps it’s no surprise that 
he’s not psyched about celibacy. But the 23- 
year-old Wrentham resident also doesn’t like 
approaching hot women in public. “You're not 
going to see a girl and think she’s hot and be 
like, ‘Hey, what’s going on?’” he explains. “I 
don’t like hitting girls like that. think 
looks sleazy. 

“If I’m looking at my friend’s profile, I 
might see someone who catches my eye. I'll 
read their profile and if that catches my eye, 
too, and it appeals to me, I'll send them a mes- 
sage.” If a dialogue ensues, they’ll likely in- 
stant message, then maybe trade phone calls. 
those well, Nashawaty will ask her out for 
coffee, maybe take her bowling or to dinner. 
This whole courtship process usually lasts two 
or three weeks. “I don’t like rushing things,” 
Nashawaty says. 

He also doesn’t do random hook-ups. “I 
want to know the person and know if they’re 
clean.” So before he’ll sleep with a woman, 
Nashawaty will ask about sexually transmitted 
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diseases and if she’s always used protection 
also wants to know how many sexual p 
she’s had. The man has standards, “Over 50 
[partners] is just oh-my-God. None of them have 
been anywhere near that.” Once the sexual- 
history background check is cleared, two out of 
three times, Nashawaty and his date will end 
up sleeping together. 

But Nashawaty is starting to sour on 
the process. Even though he’s clear before- 
hand that he doesn’t want a relationship, 

a couple of women have 
still actively tried to be 
his girlfriend. “I was 
like, ‘Oh man, It 

old you, right?’” 

And the last girl 
met through MySpace 
was huge disappoint- 
ment. “When it got down 
to sex, there was more 
bad than good,” he ad- 
mits. “[She] just laid 
there. It was bor-ing.” 


PROMOTE 
One of the main reasons 
Ferno was able to collect 
thousands of friends was 
that he had plenty of free 
time. A MassArt-trained 
graphic designer, he’s 
been intermittently un- 
employed his métier 
and he’s an insomniac. “I 
felt like [using MySpace] 
was what I was going to 
do with my time at like four in the morning,” 
the Abington native says on a recent afternoon 
at Herrell’s, in Allston. And he says he’s met 
some the most important people his life 
through MySpace. But for the most part, he 
started collecting friends with the thought 
that having the ear of thousands of like-mind- 
people would great promotional tool 
for a band he might start one day. “I wanted to 
build a network and exploit it.” 

That ambition, multiplied thousands of 
times over, has been another major source 
of MySpace’s success: it’s a network for 
musicians. In MySpace’s music section 
(music.myspace.com), artists can sign up for 
a page to post photos, show dates, biographi- 
cal information, video streams — all for free. 
Plus, each band page is equipped with online 
music players, so bands can post up to four 
songs. By offering these services, MySpace is

“Ultimately, word of mouth is the number- 
one thing that sells music,” says Fenway 
Recordings head Mark Kates, whose Boston- 
based label has its own MySpace page. “MySpace 
seemed to be the next thing after Friendster. 
The major difference is that MySpace music 
specifically brings people together based on the 
music they like — and that’s obviously natural 
for us and the artists to tap into.”

THE DEATH FRIENDSTER 
Back in 2003, MySpace’s social-network ances 
tor, Friendster, was huge. Founder Jonathan

By 
November 2003, Wired published a story about 
the “Friendster abandonment trend.” The follow- 
ing June, Friendster hired former NBC executive 
Scott Sassa as its new CEO; this past May, after 
less than a year at the helm, Sassa resigned. 

Friendster’s administrators were faceless 
entities until Abrams started appearing in the 
press. MySpace, a Los Angeles-based company 
that employs 105, headed in the complete oppo- 
site direction. Chief executive officer Chris 
DeWolfe has his own page (www. myspace 
.com/chrisdewolfe), as do Kantrowitz (www 
.Myspace.com/kantro), and public-relations 
hired gun Dani Dudeck (www.myspace.com / 
danidudeck). And when new users sign up for 
MySpace, Tom Anderson, the site’s 29-year-old 
president, is automatically their friend. As of 
this past Tuesday, the University of California 
at Berkeley grad had 22,156,290 friends — nearly 
the population of Taiwan. 

Anderson’s ubiquity has transformed him 
into an e-celebrity, a pretty-boy Craig “Craig’s 
List” Newmark with a Caesar haircut. “When

— but there’s no way of knowing for sure. 
When I contacted MySpace to find out the 
most popular Bostonian, they wouldn't release 
that individual's identity because it would be 
“putting the media before the user,” as well as 
a potential violation of the user’s privacy. 

Earlier this year, the United States made its 
first arrest for spim (instant-message spam) 
after 18-year-old Anthony Greco allegedly 
barraged MySpace users with 1.5 million 
messages hyping porn and mortgages. 

“Advertising is our business, and we work 
very Closely with our advertisers to create expe- 
riences that are non-intrusive to the user,” 
claims Kantrowitz. (The private company does 
not disclose how much it earns in ad revenues 
a year.) “We don’t have pop-ups on our site, we 
don’t have spyware, we don’t have banners in 
too many places. There are specific places 
where there are no banners.” 

It’s worth noting that more than half of 
MySpace is owned by Intermix Media, a com- 
pany sued in April by New York State attorney 
general Eliot Spitzer for using spyware (the 
case was later settled for $7.5 million). Dudeck 
is quick to point out that MySpace was never 
named in the suit and that the companies 
share a different board of directors, a different 
physical location, and even different public- 
relations firm. And MySpace insists that has 
never used spyware and never will. 


SUPERUSER, NOT DORK 

As with anything this popular, there’s already a 
backlash brewing. Anti-MySpace groups have 
formed on MySpace, groups with names like 
“Fuck MySpace!”, “MySpace Sucks,” and “The 


MySpace sucks but I use it anyway” group. 
Plus, some users regard random band 
requests as spam, Others complain that the 
MySpace server is too slow. And lately, some

Her nickname was 
Chuggo, she liked Wendy 0. 
Williams, tron Maiden, Harry 
Potter, and Gilmore Girls, and 
she lashed out at just about 
anyone who might contem- 
plate contacting her: “If you're 
25+, or in a band you know I've 
never heard of, leave me alone. 
Half the bands that add me 
suck ass and | don't care about 
you... and really nasty bitch- 
es. | don’t want ugly twats 
bothering me.” | sent her a 
message anyway. 

Although she seemed to 
hate strangers, Camille 
“Chuggo” seemed pretty comfortable publicly 
mulling over her very personal crises on her blog. 
She's not the only one: MySpace does tend to foster 
false comfort. Surgeries are popular blog subjects, as 
are messy break-ups and bad jobs. “Listen to Your 
Heart,” a Floridian Mormon who babysits at a 
church, didn't think it was inappropriate to post pic- 
tures of her bikini-clad butt and bust (photographed 
separately) alongside images of her working with 


what makes YOU a superuser. And not a dork.” 

When I discovered that Lost City Angels 
frontman Drew Suxx, another self-described 
“MySpace addict,” had just a few more friends 
than he, Ferno freaked.

The sketchiest sorts of users, however, are the 
people who actively log on to MySpace but don't 
update their profiles. One of the shadier MySpace 
experiences I've had was with a user named Tim 
whose profile didn't have any personal informa- 
tion except his age (30). If you're a woman regis- 
tered on MySpace, it's inevitable that random, 
grammatically and/or orthographically challenged 
men — guys who describe themselves as “part 
time construction worker full time party aminals” 
or whose profiles say they want to meet “Girls 
Who Love Having Fun, Getting Drunk, [and] Sex 
Freak[s]” — will send you grossly flirty notes. Tim 
was one of those sorts. He asked if | wanted to 
instant-message, right away outed himself as a 
liar by admitting he was 32, and claiming he didn't 
have a picture because he couldn't figure out how 
to use his webcam. When | ignored various notes 
littered with the dumb shorthand “lol,” he persist- 
ed. “I'm sorry if u feel i was coming on to strong 
...1do hope u want to keep talking.” 

All| really wanted to do was talk to Chuggo, 
who | now thought of as some sort of ghetto- 
wine-guzzling doppelganger. Alas, she never re- 
sponded. Last | checked, a friend of hers had post- 
ed an invitation to a birthday party with a weirdly 
disturbing ultimatum: “Everyone we like should 
come or else you'll contract AIDS and die!!!”

tlemen’s Mike Gent said from the stage.

Joe Pernice reveals his prettier side

“Love neighbor when feel like 
couldn’t even give a shit,” Joe Pernice 
sighs on “Saddest Quo,” a track from the Per- 
nice Brothers’ Discover a Lovelier You (Ashmont). 
Although the line is wrapped inside a breezy 
tune, nothing can mask its underlying de- 
spair. Singer-songwriter Pernice is calling his 
band’s latest (and fifth) release their first feel- 
good record — and with its sunshiny har- 
monies, percolating rhythms, and brightly lit 
guitars, it sounds that way. Still, this sweet- 
sounding pop pill often has a not-so-sweet af- 
tertaste. “Let this frost heave open up and 
take me in,” he sings sotto voce on “There 
Goes the Sun,” a song of overwhelming yearn- 
ing and desperation. But it sounds so frothy 
that you also can’t help but feel, well, good. 
In part that’s because Discover a Lovelier You — 
whose tour will bring the band to the Middle 
East August 14 — is unashamedly pretty. 
“Hopefully there’s always a strong melodic 
presence in all of our stuff,” says Joe, who 
started the band in Northampton but lives, at

least for now, in Toronto. “When we start 
making an album, I go back a record or two 
and try to figure out the stuff that I did right 
and take it up a step. There’s a conscious at- 
tempt to keep what’s good and expand on it. 
That’s part of the work ethic in this group — 
to try not to do the same thing over again. 

“Also, I try to make songs that I would like 
to listen to. [Producer/collaborator] Thom 
Monahan and I sit around and say, ‘What 
would have thought were hearing this 
for the first time?’ We think back to when we 
were teenagers and say, ‘Gee, what if I was 16 
and I heard this for the first time?’ ” 

The Pernice Brothers’ recordings evoke the 
familiar; the weeping guitar work on “Dumb 
It Down” conjures George Harrison witha 
knowing nod and wink. Listen closely and 
you'll detect traces of everything from the 
Smiths (Pernice has written a book on Meat Is 
Murder for Continuum’s 33 1/3 series) to the 
Zombies. Listen even closer and you'll hear 
Discover a Lovelier You questioning that same

sense of familiarity by playing with the way 
people remember the songs of their youth. 

“We were recording something for our last 
album [2003’s Yours, Mine @ Ours] ,” Joe says, 
“and I was talking with Thom about trying to 
get vocal sound using two voices that soar 
off in different directions that I once heard on 
a particular Elvis Costello song. So we dug out 
the record — and the voices don’t even do 
that. It’s just that that’s what I thought. It’s 
like when you remember listening to a cer- 
tain song — you know, maybe a Knack song — 
and you recall the guitars as being ear-shat- 
teringly loud, and when you put it back on, 
the whole mix is tiny. So what your memory 
is of how you perceived it and what is fact are 
often two different things.” 

Among Discover a Lovelier You’s inspirations, 
according to the band’s Web site, are trans- 
portation catastrophes, O. Henry, Duran Du- 
ran, Claire Danes, and Ennio Morricone.

film in which Monica Vitti is a distraught 
woman searching for meaning in industrial- 
ized Ravenna. The song’s cut-up lyrics, like so 
many disparate images in a slide show of a va- 
cation from Hell, convey a palpable disloca- 
tion. “That song was brewing for quite a 
while,” Joe says. “I remember seeing that 
movie a couple years ago for the first time. It’s 
a great, slow, dark, beautiful film whose char- 
acters are lost in an emotional wasteland. For 
me, it’s mostly about disconnection.” 

“What gets to me with a piece of art is 
the mere fact that someone did it,” he con- 
tinues. “If you look at this Antonioni pic- 
ture, a lot of my fascination with it is not 
just the greatness of what goes on and the 
way that it captivates me as a viewer, but 
that fact that it came out of nowhere, and 
this is a guy’s vision. He’s able to pull me in 
and I’m easily lostinit.” ©

he first thing to be said about the 

concept of the oral history, as it ap- 

plies to rock biography, is that Sig- 

mund Freud — damn him — has tri- 

umphed again. For what purer dis- 
play of Freudian oral fixation could there be 
than that provided by an assemblage of gobby, 
gossipy, pleasure-craving musicians all spew- 
ing off to some gratefully enabling recorder? 
American Hardcore: A Tribal History (Feral House), 
Please Kill Me: The Uncensored Oral History of Punk 
(Penguin), We Got the Neutron Bomb: The Untold 
Story of LA Punk (Three Rivers) — the din of col- 
liding ego trips rises from all three. The sec- 
ond thing to be said is that the oral history is a 
sign of the times: a racy, trashy, sub-artistic 
form in which the author has become a pro- 
ducer, marshaling his oodles of raw content, 
generating his pseudo-narratives in the edit- 
ing suite. And the book itself becomes not 
text but a spectacle: reality TV for rock fans 
who can read. 

The current maestro of rock-and-roll oral 
history is transplanted Scotsman Brendan 
Mullen, who with his new Whores: An Oral Bi- 
ography of Perry Farrell and Jane's Addiction (Da 
Capo) makes his third contribution to the 
genre. (The first two were Lexicon Devil, a his- 
tory of the Germs, and We Got the Neutron 
Bomb.) Whores is entertaining, basely fasci- 
nating and — almost despite itself — inform- 
ative, Mullen, the founder of the infamous 
LA punk rock hole the Masque and a sea- 
soned hipster, knows how talk musi- 
cians — both rock stars and fuming failures. 
And he gets good stuff. His subjects preen 
and bitch and justify. Crack pipes, blow jobs, 
see-through unitards, it’s all here; the el- 
dritch light of decadence plays gleefully 
across the pages of Whores. 

But there’s also a surprising amount of in- 
sight. The band’s music, for example, stands 
freshly revealed when we learn how Eric Av- 
ery came up with those elementally brooding 
bass lines all by himself, in a garage, and 
how drummer Stephen Perkins and guitarist 
Dave Navarro were plucked, enormous- 
haired, from a high-school heavy-metal act 
called Dizastre. And how Perry Farrell, 10 
years older than his band mates, was a fash- 
ion mutant besotted with English Gothdom 
— Bauhaus, Siouxsie and the Banshees, the 
Cure. Put it all together, pour on the drugs, 
and you get a creepy shamanistic rumble shot 
through with metal licks and underpinned 
a majestically lonely bass: Jane’s Addiction! 

No amount of background can explain Per- 
ry Farrell’s voice, that thin, witchy tone 
singing about oceans and mountains and 
three-way sex. Knowing that his dad was a 
groovy jeweler named Al Bernstein who spent 
the “walking around Miami Beach 
with Fila headband and bikini bathing 
suit with gold around his neck” helpful, 
are Farrell’s accounts of his own fashion ex- 
periments (“I was in a Paisley Underground 
band for about a minute. I got a paisley shirt 
and I combed my hair down into bangs, and 
then thought, ‘Shit, this pretty short-

sighted.’ ”) But in the end Farrell defies the 
conventions of straight biography. 

In the opposite corner from Mullen and 
his method stands Clinton Heylin, whose 
From the Velvets to the Voidoids: The Birth of Ameri- 
can Punk Rock (originally published in 1993 
but now making the rounds in an updated 
Chicago Review Press edition), is very much 
not oral history. The Birth of American Punk Rock 
may include great fat chunks of direct- 
speech testimony from Lou Reed, Richard 
Hell, and other important players, but the 
voice of the author is supreme. “Like other 
forms of ‘art,’ high and low, the history of 
popular music contains its fair share frac- 
tures... ,” drones the opening sentence. 
From the Velvets to the Voidoids makes quite a to- 
its own thoughtfulness, its own grasp 
of nuance. Every second paragraph begins 
spite... ,” or “However... ,” as Heylin 
pirouettes between idea and counter-idea. 
And in a lengthy Postlude to the new edition, 


puts pedagogic frown and takes the 
oral historians task for their various cop- 
outs and improprieties. 

In particular, and for obvious reasons, 
he’s dissatisfied with Legs McNeil and 
Gillian McCain for 1997’s Please Kill Me: The 
Uncensored Oral History of Punk. 1 was once 
taught Latin withered old man whose 
delight it was to punish classroom misbe- 
havior by bringing down an enormous dic- 
tionary on the head of the offender; this is 
Heylin’s tactic. “The lack of any authorial 
introduction,” he writes,“ . . . [or] bibliog- 
raphy of debt or discography of sounds — 
nope, not even an index — makes this [Please 
Kill Me] a true exemplar of postmodern 
nonfiction — small-h history, and sod the 
context. Adrift in an ocean of opinions, the 
reader must decide what to believe from the 
whole jumble of lies and damned lies. No 
qualifying phrases here, no messy historical 
inter-relationships, just one misunderstood 
maverick after another.” 


He’s right about most of this: the oral his- 
tory tends to lack context, sloppiness and 
subjectivity abound, the afflicted ramblings 
some muso are substitute for the facts, 
etc. “In my original interviews,” he writes, “I 
was frequently obliged correct musicians 
mid-interview, lest the order of things be- 
come inverted.” (How they must have loved 
that!) The problem is that big-H History, even 
when written by one so stringent as Heylin, 
is just as unreliable, just as susceptible to 
ego-driven error. Getting the facts straight, 
filling the background, knitting your theo- 
rems together, you can still miss the story. 
Here’s Heylin on late-period Stooges: “They 
unwisely reassembled in London in the sum- 
mer of 1972, after David Bowie offered to pro- 
duce an Iggy Pop album. They continued to 
produce music of stark primitivism but 
recorded only one more studio album, the dis- 
appointingly restrained (indeed ill-named) 
Raw Power, which suggested that Bowie’s 
main forte was sanitizing genuine innovators 
for public consumption, particularly when 
taken in association with the results he 
achieved on Lou Reed’s Transformer.” 

Freud would call this “anal history” — all 
the facts, whatever their shape, are squeezed 
through a single, jealously pinched aperture 
of authorial perspective. The signature style 
is one of mincing and incessant judgment: 
what a shame that the Stooges were deprived 
of the benefit of Heylin’s counsel in 1972, 
when they “unwisely reassembled.” He gets 
it wrong about Raw Power — an album a three- 
year-old could tell you is not “restrained” — 
because he is too busy making his case 
against David Bowie. Committed to this dis- 
play of analytical muscle, he’s led to his 
final loony act of equivalence, in which the 
gay chamber rock of Transformer, tart and be- 
jeweled, is given the same sonic value as 
the shrieking, bacon-fat-on-the-tape-reel 
high-end barrage Raw Power. (That David 
Bowie worked on these two now classic al- 
bums within months of each other proves 
very savvy producer.) 

Which, then, is to be preferred? The 
weightlessness of the oral history, with its 
fluff and noise and trivialities, or the gravity 
of the critical work, with its tendency to land 
heavily in the wrong place? As my shrink 
used to say, “I think what we’re looking for 
here is a balance. . . .” Clinton Heylin has 
performed a historical service with his 
monastic dedication to “the order of things,” 
just as Brendan Mullen, juggling his quotes, 
has fluked his way to certain fugitive truths. 
The awful fate Alternative Rock presaged 
the final pages Whores when Dave Navar- 
To’s cousin recounts in numbing detail the 
course of Dave’s romance with Carmen Elec- 
tra, “There’s a call on his cell phone and he’s 
like, ‘Dude, it’s a fucking friend of Carmen’s 
right now and all together and they 
want me to come down and meet her. Should

why he’s just made his first solo 
album in nearly 30 years and he’ll

Ma cause they couldn't get out of the 
basement.

Kooper and his songs — nine of them plus 
kindred covers — are feeling better now that 
Black Coffee (Favored Nations) has been re- 
leased. The disc’s relaxed and soulful tone is 
set by the swinging ballad “How My Ever 
Gonna Get Over You” and “Going, Going 
Gone,” a tune written with Dan Penn that 
could be a refugee from the Stax and Muscle 
Shoals hit factories. But there are instrumen- 
tal fireworks too, like a revival of the classic 
“Green Onions” recorded live by Kooper’s 
band of Berklee profs, the Funky Faculty. 

The Somerville resident’s musical résumé 
runs deep. The keyboardist, guitarist, and 
singer joined the Royal Teens, of “Short 
Shorts” fame, as a teen. He penned hits for 
Gary Lewis and Gene Pitney in his early 20s 
and was a key figure in the American blues- 
rock scene with the bands Blood, Sweat & 
Tears and the Blues Project. He’s also played 
organ on recordings by the Rolling Stones 
and Bob Dylan (“Like a Rolling Stone”), and 
he was part of Dylan’s first electric band. He 
cut six solo albums from 1968 to 1976, and as 
a producer and A&R man he’s worked with a 
who’s who that includes Michael Bloom- 
field, B.B. King, Ray Charles, the Tubes, 
Green on Red, and Lynyrd Skynyrd, whom 
he also discovered. 

But as Kooper — wearing a rock-appropriate 
paisley shirt and sitting on a couch in the liv- 
ing room of his comfortable Somerville house 
— tells it, the story of Black Coffee begins in 
1989. “That’s when I quit the music business, 
because I’d seen a lot of people go past their 
windows, and I felt embarrassed for them. | 
didn’t want to be like that. I want to keep my 
dignity. There are labels that collect acts that 
were big in the 1960s and '7os, and I wanted 
no part of that. So I quit and moved from Los 
Angeles to Nashville. I didn’t want to make any 
more solo albums or deal with record labels. 
And | abhor modern country music, so I knew 
I wouldn’t be tempted to produce anyone. 

“I was there for seven years and it was 
great. I encountered the highest musician- 
ship level of any city I’ve lived in. But then I 
couldn’t stand being retired any more. I’d 
rather be helped onto the stage to play mu- 
sic than helped into the garden to plant. 

“I took out this list of things I always 
wanted to do but never had time for. Teach- 
ing came to the forefront. I thought Berklee 
was the place. I taught from ’97 to 2001, but 
that’s when I lost two-thirds of my vision [to 
a stroke], so I had to quit. 

“The students knew nothing, which 
amazed me. So I refined the classes that 
they had me teach and made them his- 
tory classes, because these people were 
in dire need of that information. 
Knowing history helped tremen- 


dously in my career. For example, in the early 
’70S, all that was on the radio was progressive 
rock: Emerson, Lake & Palmer, Genesis, Yes. 
While a part of me appreciated this music 
intellectually, it lacked this [taps his heart] 
and this [grabs his groin]. I figured if I could 
find a great three-chord band, I could make a 
zillion dollars. Ergo, Lynyrd Skynyrd. The 
reason I knew they would be successful is 
because of the history of rock and roll. Every 
time it goes off on a tangent, it always 
comes back to three-chord rock and roll. 
And they call it something different every 
time: the San Francisco Sound, the British 
Invasion, punk. But it’s always three-chord 
rock and roll. 

“When I moved to Boston, it cut my writ- 
ing down a little bit. The other thing I’ve no- 
ticed is that when you're younger, you tend to 
be more experimental and fearless, musically 
speaking. As you get older, you lose that. Not 
intentionally, but you just do. So my songs are 
not anywhere near as musically complex as 
they used to be. But I’m comfortable with that.” 

Kooper’s songs are also decidedly old 
school, full of the soaring vocal melodies, 
trim guitar, organ and horn lines, and funky 
propulsion that defined the classic soul sound. 

“Unless you’re attempting, like Santana, to 
make the Top 10, there’s no point in doing mu- 
sic that doesn’t suit you. In the mid ’6os, I real- 
ly found the music that suited me, soul music, 
and I haven’t deviated from that for the rest of 
my life. With the band I put together of profes- 
sors from Berklee, the Funky Faculty, I have 
wonderful players. I’m playing with musicians 
my own age — which, by the way, when some- 
one reaches past 60, I hate going to see them 
playing with young kids in the band. It just 
doesn’t seem right to me. People who've lived 
through what you lived through understand 
how to play the music that you're playing.

GEILS BASSIST GOES STONECRAZY 
There are plenty of blues bands tucked away 
in the Boston suburbs, but Stonecrazy have 
an ace in their fold: former J. Geils Band 
bassist Danny Klein. Actually, two: guitarist 
Ken Pino played alongside six-string hurri- 
cane Johnny Copeland for years, and that ac- 
counts for his terse phrasing and distinctive, 
singing tone as well as the band’s taste for 
Copeland’s songs. Four appear on their just- 
Teleased debut, Stonecrazy (Black Rose; 
www. blackroserecords.net), alongside a 
handful of durable originals that, like the 
band, split the difference between Texas and 
Chicago blues. There’s also “Homework,” an 
Otis Rush tune that was part the Geils 
Band’s repertoire, and there’s Jay Geils him- 
self, who produced and busts out guitar solos 
on “Homework” and “Woulda Coulda.” 
When caught with Klein 
phone, he was making the final 
arrangements for the grand reopening 
last weekend of his Point Breeze 
restaurant in Webster (he went to the 


Cambridge School for the 
Culinary Arts after the J. 
Geils Band folded), where 
Stonecrazy will open for 
Roomful of Blues next Thurs- 
day, July 28. He explained 
that Stonecrazy have been 
together six years, not 
counting his 1999 stretch in 
the J. Geils reunion tour. 
“Stonecrazy is more of a 
hardcore blues band than J. 
Geils,” he continues, “and 
we're a four-piece” — complet- 
ed by singer/harmonica player 
Babe Pino and drummer Mark 
Hylander —“so I might play a 
little busier than I used to.” 
Although Klein and his 
band mates hope the CD will 
generate enough interest to 
warrant national touring, 
Point Breeze (which he co- 
owns) is also keeping him 
busy. “To me, playing music 
and cooking are both highly 
creative endeavors. When it’s 
Saturday night and the 
Testaurant’s bustling and 
there’s excitement and ten- 
sion, it has the same kind of 
energy playing gig me.” 


REED’S NEW 
(SILVER) LEAF 
Roxbury’s Silver Leaf Gospel 

Singers have been making a 
joyful noise unto the Lord for well over a 
half-century. But anyone who’s caught the 
historically a cappella group live in the past 
few weeks has noticed something different: 
the addition of soul-blues up-and-comer Eli 
“Paperboy” Reed, who won the 
Phoenix/WFNX Best Music Poll title for best 
Local Blues/R&B Act last spring. 

What’s a 21-year-old Jewish kid from 
Brookline doing in the area’s most venerable 
African-American gospel troupe, where the 
next youngest singer’s at least 50 years his 
senior? “He’s an all-around man,” says Dea- 
con Randy Green, the Silver Leaf’s 83-year-old 
leader. “He can play organ and piano and he’s 
got a voice. He’s got a good ear. We haven't 
voted him into the group yet, but I can cer- 
tainly see him becoming a full-fledged mem- 
ber. We have no prejudice. If someone can 
prove themselves religious and positive and 
interested in what we're doing, and we feel 
strongly about them. . . well, tous Eliisa

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Missy Elliott cooks new dish

Hand it to Missy Elliott: for the past few 

years, she’s given her albums appropri- 
ate titles. MissE ...So Addictive (Elektra, 2001) 
was exactly that. A freaky mix of filthy 
thymes, spasmic grooves, and classic Misde- 
Meanor attitude, it remains her finest full- 
length. Under Construction (Elektra, 2002), 
with its loose old-school grooves, sounded

like work progress, Elliott’s heart was 
the right place as she shouted out to depart- 
ed comrades Biggie and Aaliyah, but her di- 
dactic monologues bemoaning the downfall 
of carefree hip-hop killed the party. Less 
than a year later, This Is Not a Test (Elektra, 
2003) came out and bombed. 

In the two full years since, she’s reinvent- 
ed herself. On the cover of The Cookbook (Gold- 
mind/Altantic), a svelte, lip-glossed Missy 
stands poised to croon in a black-and-white 
mock-up of a smoky ’40s jazz club. It’s a total 
180 from the rotund floating head we saw 
amid spiky spheres on So Addictive. 

This may be a leaner Missy, but she’s still 
rapper. There are fewer gimmick 
tracks, and she’s tightened up her rhyme 
game. And though she’s proved herself a tal- 
ented producer, this time she takes step 
back from the board. More important, only 
two songs here are produced by Timbaland, 


her long-time collaborator and inadvertent 
shadow caster. (Don’t think she doesn’t 
know — his tracks open the album, and in 
the menu-themed credits they’re listed as 
“appetizers.”) Much of the rest is handled 
by relative unknowns; a few shine with 
original sounds, but it’s the veterans who 
steal the show. Fresh off the Amerie hit “1 
Thing,” Rich Harrison 
provides another massive 
break-based beat to back 
Missy’s braggadocio on 
“Can't Stop.” Pharrell 
Williams continues his 
descent into darker Nep- 
tunes depths with the 
squiggle-and-thump of 
“On & On” — think Wile 
Coyote slipping across 
a linoleum floor. 

The same creepy vibe 
pervades a number of 
tracks on what is other- 
wise playful album. 
Featuring former Ameri- 
can Idol Fantasia Borino, 
“a My Man” comes on like 
a soulful love song until 
midway through, when a 
terrifying piano plink re- 
places the warm strings 
and Missy’s pillow talk 
gives way to the confes- 
sion that she’s “happy 
with the trigger.” Even 
this makes sense in con- 
text: Missy’s dead serious 
about her man, and The 
Cookbook offers recipes for 
love and not just sex. 
That’s not to say she’s 
ready to join a convent, 
but at 34, she’s learning 
about balance. “Mom- 
my,” an ode to all the 
ladies who rock baggy 
sweatsuits and drive big 
SUVs but still like to get 
their freak on, sounds 
like the start of an MILF 
(the now near-ubiquitous 
shorthand for “Mom I'd like to fuck,” from 
American Pie) rap revolution. 

A few befuddling elements have sneaked 
in. Elliott has developed a penchant for hav- 
ing her vocals sloppily scratched into odd 
nooks and crannies. She’s also contracted 
Game-itis, an affliction that leads to need- 
less namedropping. Sisqo, Beyoncé, and Jig- 
are just three who litter The Cookbook. 

Construction’s old-school vibe is here too, 
but in smaller, more digestible chunks. 
And instead of chatting about it, Missy 
brings the party back with tracks that fea- 
ture hip-hop legends like Slick Rick and 
Grand Puba. Not that she can’t still play 
talent scowt: The Cookbook brings ingénues 
M.I.A, and Vybz Kartel on board for the 
Toaring closer, “Bad Man.” With its mini- 
mal but broad beat, “Bad Man” is a fitting 
outro — it’s the sound of pots and pans 
clanging as Missy closes up the kitchen. ©

f it weren’t for Aerosmith, Frank Smith 
might never have existed. About five years 
ago, Aaron Sinclair had been hanging out 
with ‘smith drummer Joey Kramer’s son 
Jesse and their friend Jon Lammi when 

Jesse suggested they go check out his dad’s 

home studio. The trio — Sinclair on acoustic 

guitar and vocals, Kramer on drums, and 

Lammi on bass — began writing, recording, 

and piecing together songs in the studio. “I 

guess it kind of started out of an opportunity 

to have some free recording time somewhere,” 

Says Sinclair. “We were having a really good 

time and we thought that the first session we 

did came out really good, so we just kept 

doing it.” They dubbed themselves LaGuardia 

and eventually built up enough material 

for an album. 

The self-released full-length LaGuardia is 
reminiscent of the prog-punk weirdness that 
Sinclair was writing with his then primary 
band, Drexel. “I was using acoustic guitar but 
still trying to write some skewed rhythms and 
some stuff you could’ve played on electric.” 

The band played only a handful-of shows 
before Kramer moved to LA. Despite not hav- 
ing a proper band and splitting time between 
Drexel (who broke up in 2003) and drumming 
in the Lot Six, Sinclair began writing songs 
for a second album, songs that he says were 
“more suited to acoustic. I was playing 
chords and not trying to do anything too 
crazy, trying to keep it a lot more stripped 
down and straightforward.” Eyes like Knives 
frontman Scott Toomey signed on as second 
guitarist, Lot Six guitarist Julian Cassanetti 
started playing keyboards, and they went 
through a number of drummers before 
Sinclair decided to take on the album’s per- 
cussion duties himself. They also went 
through a series of name changes — there 
was a Philly band named LaGuardia — before 
settling on Frank Smith. “We were getting 
tired of trying to think of clever or cool band 
names, and it turned into, ‘What’s the most 
monotonous, everyday-Joe name you could 
think of?’ It was kind of a joke for a minute, 
but then we just kept it.” 

During the making of the album, which 
Lammi recorded at his South Boston apart- 
ment, local label Lonesome Recordings 
approached the band about re-releasing 
LaGuardia. Sinclair agreed on condition that 
Lonesome also put out the new album. 
Lonesome removed the shrink wrap from 
the remaining LaGuardia CDs that were 
already pressed, put Frank Smith stickers on 
them, and had them in stores in May 2004. 
The follow-up, Burn This House Down, was 
released two months later. 

The second album marked a significant 
departure from the debut. Sinclair had been 
listening to a lot of country-influenced music, 
especially Wilco, and he says he was “trying to 
find my way around the lighter side of things 
after being lot punk bands and louder 
bands whole life.” The new songs retained 
some of LaGuardia’s quirks and curveballs but 
leaned toward the rootsy side of the alt-coun-

try spectrum. A spell of homesickness was 
partly responsible. Sinclair grew up in Texas, 
and years ago, when asked why he didn’t 
share his parents’ Southern drawl, he dead- 
panned, “I guess I just don’t like how it 
sounds.” Now he acknowledges that he “ran 
away from a lot of things that sounded like 
Texas. 1 wanted to leave Texas really bad when 
I got out of high school, and now I miss ita 
lot.” Home and family are the subject of only a 
few songs — BTHD’s “Texas Town” for one — 
but Southern nostalgia permeates almost all of 
his recent music. 

And Sinclair, who plans to move back 
some day, has refined BTHD’s wistful down- 
home vibe on the new Frank Smith album, 
Think Farms, whose release they'll celebrate 
July 30 at the Middle East. Forlorn harmoni- 
ca, swampy slide guitar, melancholy 
melodies, mournful chord progressions, and 
Sinclair’s plaintive tenor evoke longing and 
loneliness without being maudlin or dispirit- 
ing. The album is more consistent and cohe- 
sive than the previous two, and Sinclair says 
that has as much to do with the songs as it 
does with the consistent line-up he now has 
behind him. For a long time Frank Smith was 
more like a collective. In addition to the rotat- 
ing drummers, Lammi was splitting bass 
duties with Sinclair’s Lot Six band mate Dan 
Burke. Burke eventually became a permanent 
member, and they recruited former Stray 
Bullets drummer Drew Roach soon after the 
second album was finished. “That’s when it 
turned into a real band,” says Sinclair. 
“Before, it was always like, throw some peo- 
ple together and play a show.” (Banjo player 
Brett Saiia rounded out the line-up shortly 
after the new album was finished.)

Think Farms was recorded by former Drexel 
co-frontman Marc Flynn at his home studio, 
202 Lions, in Quincy, and though it took eight 
months, the result still sounds spontaneous. 
The songs were written in three batches, then 
recorded almost immediately after. When it 
comes to songwriting, Sinclair says, “I go up 
and down. I definitely go a week or a month 
at a time where I don’t touch my guitar, or if1 
do, it’s totally uninspiring. There’ve been 
periods of time that were so long that I would 
tell [my girlfriend] Lindsay, ‘I'm getting wor- 
ried. I might not ever be able to write a song 
again.’ But it always seems to come around, 
some sort of inspiration or whatever it is. I 
don’t really know where it comes from or 
why, but something will hit and then I'll 
have a string of a few songs. I’d meet up with 
Drew and we’d go put them together and get 
them arranged up and then we would go 
record them real quick. These songs weren't 
rehearsed for too long.” 

Once Sinclair and Roach had the basics 
done, the other guys would go in and lay 
their parts down. Sinclair and Flynn, who 
replaced Cassanetti on keys about halfway 
through, then spent days on each song 
“building and taking away and trying differ- 
ent stuff,” as Sinclair puts it. Stuff like slam- 
ming lockers for additional percussion and 
running toy pianos through fuzz pedals to 
add some sonic oddities to an otherwise 
stripped-down country record. 

The album marks a musical reunion for 
Sinclair and Flynn, who began playing togeth- 
er during their first semester at Berklee in 1995 
when they formed Drexel. “I couldn’t be hap- 
pier to be playing with Aaron again,” says 
Flynn. “It feels right.” 


Sinclair says that one reason he was able 

to spend so much time on Think Farms is 
that “the Lot Six has been sitting around.” 
After spending more than half of last year on 
the road, the band have indeed taken a break 
from touring, but while “sitting around,” 
they recorded what may be their best album 
to date, the vicious and ambitious Get Baked 
on Youth Kulture. 

Dave Vicini certainly thinks so. “I think 
it’s definitely above and beyond the best shit 
we've ever done,” he says outside ZuZu 
before his recent DJ gig there. “It’s more 
cohesive. I think we came into our own in 
some sense.” 

The band had recorded so in New York 
for an EP between tours last July. Unhappy 
with the way that came out, they toyed with 
the idea of remixing it, then decided to scrap 
everything and re-record at New Alliance with 
Ethan Dussault, who did their previous 
album, 2003's Major Fables (Tarantula), They 
added a couple of new songs, bringing the 
total to nine tracks — seven of which are prop- 
er songs — and 25 minutes, somewhere 
between an EP and an LP. New York’s Plastic 
Records is releasing the album on vinyl and CD 
in September. 

Vicini says they plan on hitting the road 
again to support the record but adds that 
they needed the long break “after last year, 
which was crazy.” In addition to writing 
songs for a new full length, he explains, 
“we've all been getting back on our feet. We 
lost apartments and lost jobs. The reality of 
life and bills setin.” @

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PURRFECTION 
LUCINDA WILLIAMS DELIVERS 


If there’s anything redundant about touring be- 
hind a live album, neither Lucinda Williams — 
who released Live @ the Fillmore (Lost Highway) in 
May — nor her fans were feeling it a week ago 
Tuesday at the Opera House. The concert was a 
little less rockin’ than the November 2004 San 
Francisco gigs caught on the double-disc set. But 
Williams and her versatile band — guitarist 
Doug Pettibone, drummer Jim Christie, and 
bassist Taras Prodaniuk — got their licks in. Es- 
pecially Williams, who said she'd planned to try 
out just two new songs but wound up playing a 
handful that, like the performance, seem to in- 
dicate her music is traveling in softer directions. 

Two particularly captivating new tunes 
defined her spectrum. Early on she played “Jail- 
house Tears,” a white-trash rocker full of booze, 
drugs, violent love, heartbreak, and power 
chords, It’s hard to ask for more, especially from 
an artist with such a brilliant ear for poetic de- 
tail and a voice that by turns drawls, purrs, and 
grinds gravel. The other new ones were ballads, 
all alluring, but the best was “Where Is My 
Love,” a sweetly pining jazz shuffle complete 
with ninth chords from Pettibone that evoked 
the mystique of Billie Holiday. She played a gen- 
erous selection of favorites, too, most of them 
drawn from her 1998 breakthrough Car Wheels on 
a Gravel Road and 2003's loud ’n’ lovely World With- 
out Tears (both on Lost Highway). 

Love was the night’s theme. Williams re- 
ferred to her superb accompanists as “my love 
band,” and the camaraderie on stage indeed seemed high. with 
supportive smiles and nods exchanged after turns like the sup- 
ple, sliding bass runs Prodaniuk used to underline the shifting 
emotions of “Pineola,” which is about a young poet’s suicide. 
And right after Williams first took the stage in her vest, studded 
belt, and jeans and sang “Ventura,” with its lyrics “I want to get 
swallowed up/In an ocean of love,” she was. The crowd cheered 
and applauded songs, between-song patter, and even Williams’s 
observation that the Opera House’s sound — stunning for this 
show — was the best she’d ever had on stage Ted Drozdowski 


DINOSAUR JR. 


THREE OF A KIND 


MATT TEUTEN 


The last time I saw Dinosaur Jr. — the real Dino Jr., with Lou 
Barlow on bass and Murph drumming — it was the late ’8os, 
the Allston club Bunratty’s wasn’t even the now-defunct Lo- 
cal 186 yet, the drummer had hair, Mascis’s wasn’t gray, and 
you could still get into a 21-plus show with a fake ID. I’m also 
pretty sure I didn’t buy a ticket in advance — that, as at most 
club shows, I just paid a cover at the door. They were a band 
from Northampton, not Boston, and Bunratty’s was just an- 
other stop on a national tour supporting their latest album on 
the LA indie SST — probably 1988’s Bug. Those geographical 
distinctions lost relevance long ago, especially since Barlow 
went on to lead both Sebadoh and the Folk Implosion from 
Boston throughout the ’gos, until he and his wife bought a 
house in LA. But at the time they made all the difference in 
the world. The ’80s were a time of scenes: Boston had one, LA 
had one, and so did smaller cities like Athens, Minneapolis, 
and, yes, Northampton. Dinosaur Jr. were a proud-to-be-loud 
post-hardcore trio from Northampton I'd first heard on the 
San Francisco college station KUSF on a compilation put out 
by the NYC indie Homestead. These things mattered. 
Although very little of that had any bearing on the original 
trio’s reunion show last Friday at Avalon, there were echoes of the 
indie past way the crowd greeted the band. Mascis may Di- 
no’s soloing frontman — he soldiered on without Barlow and 
then without Murph well into the ’90s — but it was Barlow who 
received the warmest home-town welcome: the low, rumbling 
chorus of “Loooooo” that welled up from the audience as the band 
took the stage, Mascis fiddled with his infamous pedals and 
stacks, and Lou strapped on the Rickenbacker bass that was once 
crucial the trio’s sound J’s guitar heroics. And with Barlow 
strumming chords rather than playing single notes, his aggres- 
sive/melodic bass once again laid a foundation for Mascis’s loud/ 
louder/even louder walls of guitar that made those first three Di-

no discs so distinctive. There were no surprises. no warm em- 
braces, no conciliatory gestures: Mascis, Barlow, and Murph 
stuck to a potent script that included the best material from 
those first three discs, right down to an encore of the Cure’s

SHELBY LYNNE 


BACK ON TRACK 


Shelby Lynne was already a decade and five albums into a 
lackluster career on Music Row when she scored an ironic 
victory with 2000's I Am Shelby Lynne (Mercury/Universal), 
winning a Grammy for best new artist. Even if she wasn’t a 
tidy fit for the category, she did deserve a major accolade for 
abandoning the niceties of Nashville for something rootsier 
and harder to pin down — a style that incorporated the down- 
home twang of old-school country, the sensual groove of clas- 
sic Muscle Shoals R&B, and all the liberated attitude of a 
post-Lilith Fair songstress. Then she blew it in 2001 by team- 
ing up with Glenn Ballard for the overwrought Love, Shelby (Is- 
land/Universal), an album that tried to cast her as a thinking 
man’s Shania Twain and liberated her from Universal. That 
freed her to strip down to the folksy acoustic basics of the well- 
reviewed if largely ignored Identity Crisis (Capitol, 2003). She’s 
learned her lesson, it seems: for her Columbia debut, the new 
Suit Yourself, she split the dif between hushed homespun coun- 
ty and smooth studio-polished grooves by taking lo-fi guitar/ 
vocal demos to Nashville and fleshing them out live in the stu- 
dio with seasoned sessionmen. It may have taken two albums 
to get there, but she’s delivered a genuine follow-up tolAm... 
Sporting a black sleeveless Willie Nelson/Harley Davidson 
T-shirt, unfussed bleached blond hair, and a Telecaster that 
dwarfed her skin-and-bones five-foot-nothing frame, Lynne 
came on like a seductive bad-ass — a woman who'd been there 
and back half a dozen times — last Sunday at the Paradise. She 
radiated a kind of carefree, Alabama-bred “how y’all doin’?” 
charm as she got down to the business of playing the rock- 
and-roll chick frontin’ three of Nashville’s finest on guitar/ 
pedal steel, bass, and drums. “Turn the air conditioner off —I 
don’t like no shit blowing on me,” she insisted after a heartfelt 
cover of Johnny Cash’s “I Walk the Line” that left no doubt 
about the identities of the lovers in Suit Yourself’s “Johnny Met 
June.” That tune was one the countrified highlights set 
that bobbed and weaved from soulful grooves to acoustic 
strums, pedal-steel bends, and the countrified rock of the 
Stones’ “Dead Flowers,” Lynne proving once again that she’s at 
her best when she’s just being herself. _Matt Ashare

Of all the first-generation house 
DJs, only Rauhofer and David 
Morales remain at the top of their 
game, regularly releasing CDs full 


of fresh interest for an eager fan 
base. Rauhofer's Live @ Roxy series 
showcases this Austrian’s personal 
style: plush deep beats, blissed-out, 
queer-eye vocals by both girls and 
guys, salacious humor, and tracks 
both well known and unknown. 
(Madonna's “Mother & Father,” 
Seal’s “Killer,” and up-and-coming 
house diva Suzanne Palmer are 
mixed into this two-disc set.) The 
textures here may surprise fans: 
though the loopy vocals and over- 
stated rhythm tracks that give his 
sessions their sardonic, burlesquing 
feel remain, Rauhofer brings trance 
into the fold with lush melodicism, 
fast (and often cold) electronic 
beats, and acid scratch. His new 
diva selections sound intense rather 
than goofy. DJ Will Beats’ “Insani- 
ty” is an obsessed, trancy drum 
workout unlike the plaintively 
sung, easy-going house hit “Time” 
(by Murk), which ended Live @ Roxy, 
Vol. 3. “Time” sent a simple mes- 
sage: “All I want is to spend time 
with you.” “Insanity” is darker than 
the Viennese masquerade of 
Rauhofer’s past segues — it’s ap- 
propriate to the times we live (and 
dance) in.

Setzer was born to play music pro- 
pelled by hot licks invented by 
white hicks who fell under the 
spell of country and blues and 
shook ‘em both up with slamming, 
primal rhythms and lyrics that ap- 
pealed to teenage dancers (Billy Lee 
Riley’s “Red Hot”) and make-out 
artists (Carl Mann's arrangement of 
Nat Cole’s “Mona Lisa”). You could 
argue that Setzer covered this terri- 
tory in the Stray Cats, but there’s a 
greater sense of unrestrained joy 
and energy in the one-or-two-take 
slams through the formative 'so0s 
rock-and-roll nuggets on Rockabilly 
Riot (out this Tuesday). And Kevin 
McKendree’s piano helps re-create 
the era’s basic ensemble sound. 
The offerings range from classics 
like Carl Perkins’s “Blue Suede 


Shoes” and Johnny Cash's “Get 
Rhythm” to obscurities like Tommy 
Blake's “Flatfoot Sam” and Gene 
Simmons's “Peroxide Blonde in a 
Hopped Up Model Ford.” Setzer 
peals through his vast rockabilly 
guitar vocabulary — slapback 
rhythms, sliding chords and licks 
played with a round, jazzy tone, 
busted-up pentatonic phrases, and 
plenty of stingin’ twang, all mas- 
terfully delivered by an expert 
drilling deep into the bedrock of his 
quarter-century career.

But 
the emphasis on his second CD is 
composition and ensemble inter- 
play. The lead-off track, “Song 2,” 
begins with bassist Bruno Raberg 
belting out a phlegmy ostinato with 
his bow; he’s soon joined by drum- 
mer Ziv Ravitz's funky backbeat and 
a zig-zagging boppish unison line 
voiced by Wennas, trumpeter Phil 
Grenadier, and singer Carmen Mar- 
sico. On the title track, a wander- 
ing melody unwinds over a ballad 
tempo, with Wennas and Grenadier 
trading background and foreground 
lines, giving way for a Raberg solo, 
and then fading on Wennas'’s soft- 
voiced chords. Wennas can also play 
a slow solo and sustain it, as he 
does on “L'uomo e la montagna,” a 
sextet number with Michael Reis on 
piano. Marsico’s vocals don't even 
enter until a good six minutes into 
the eight-and-a-half-minute piece, 
turning it into a bossa. Wennas’s 
arrangements are never predictable, 
and that includes the familiar “Ru- 
by My Dear” (a duo for voice and 
guitar) and “Lonnie’s Lament.” The 
trio “Nardis” even gets a good walk- 
ing-four groove going with some 
dirty rock-guitar tone.

Long before cloning became the controversial 
cutting edge of science, it provided the tem- 
plate for Hollywood success: high concept, 
adaptations, remakes, sequels.

Independent filmmakers 
like Richard Linklater struggle to adapt to 
the system, sometimes subverting it, more 
often compromising themselves. Generic 


technicians like Michael Bay thrive. 
This weekend the pair release contending 

lockbusters. Bay offers a film about cloning, 
Linklater clone film. Given Linklater’s 
past success with kids in School of Rock and 
Bay’s track record of mind-numbing success 
(his last two are Bad Boys II and Pearl Harbor), 
Bad News Bears would seem the likely winner 
for originality, if not at the box office.

MICHAEL BECOMES POLITICAL FILMMAKER JEAN-LUC? 


NEW YORK CITY — Who'd have thought 

that the most political movie of the sum- 
mer might be a Michael Bay thriller? Certainly not 
the filmmaker himself. in fact, it looked for a 
while as if Bay might not even make it to the jun- 
ket for the film. He was nowhere to be seen dur- 
ing the morning interviews. Informed of his ab- 
sence, Walter F. Parkes, the producer of The Is- 
land and co-head of DreamWorks, looked non- 
plussed. “He likes to party,” Parkes admitted. 

Nonetheless, Bay slouched into an after- 

noon press conference paired with Scarlett jo- 
hansson, who, her blond hair brushed back ina 
"60s bob, might have been Anna Karina circa Al- 
phaville next to the ashen, unshaven Bay's 
Jean-Luc Godard. But there, as Johansson dis- 
cussed the rigors of the film's action sequences, 
the resemblance perhaps ended. “Of course, 
when you're reading a script and it says, ‘slides 
down a drainpipe; you don't think that's actual- 
ly going to happen until 7.30 in the morning on 
the day when Mr. Michael Bay is just going, ‘So 
you just slide down this drainpipe, and then 


we'll do it again from another angle, and again 
from another angle’ Some of the days we had 
were really long, and I'd kind look Michael 
and be like, ‘I can't do it again!’ But he was very 
sensitive about it and would go, ‘Just ONE 
more, just ONE more, | know you can do it!’, and 
I'd be like, ‘Fine...’ And then | almost lost an 
eye, that was fun. Did you see the playback of 
it? It was so close.” 

“| did,” Bay replied. “When they're riding the 
wasp flying, futuristic motorcycle] through 
the building...” 

“And we weren't harnessed into this wasp!” 

“And Ewan's cojones,” Bay added. “When 
the ramp went off, it was a little harder than we 
intended...” 

“He was in agony!”

Send the clones 
Michael Bay’s getaway; Richard Linklater’s underachieving Bears

(Ewan McGregor) wakes up, but to what? A 
Spartan but tasteful cell monochromatic 
beehive of childlike people in white jump 
suits. The décor and the costumes evoke Me- 
tropolis, The Time Machine, 2001, and Sleeper. The 
enigmatic, sardonic tone recalls the Terry 
Gilliam of Brazil and Twelve Monkeys. And when 
the story gets under way, so do other compar- 
isons: THX-38, Logan's Run, The Matrix. . . 

For Lincoln Six Echo, though, it’s all 
new. As played by McGregor, he’s nearly a 
blank slate, but with edge indignant 
curiosity. He’s been told that he and his fel- 
lows are survivors of a worldwide disaster, 
rescued, rehabilitated, and sheltered from 
the poisoned world outside in this secure if 
regimented community. What they live for 
now is to be chosen by “The Lottery” to be 
sent to “The Island,” where all their desires 
will be fulfilled. In short, he’s received the 
same indoctrination as most of us: the 
world is a fallen place, but if we behave, 
we'll go to Heaven. 

Meanwhile, Lincoln has a few questions, 
like who launders the jump suits and what 
is the meaning of life? Merrick (Sean Bean), 


some exchange of creative genes took place, 
however, because News is old whereas The Is- 
land seems like a brave new movie. 
Not that it’s original. Within 10 minutes, 

a half-dozen other movies come to mind as 
Bay plunges into a nightmare involving a 
boat, Scarlett Johansson in white, watery 
doom, and a rapid-fire collage of barely rec- 
ognizable images.

“What | intended was to have the audience 
think, would you, if you could, have a clone? If 
there were a facility like this, I'm sure there are 
enough selfish people who would. It’s a universal 
theme in this movie that we all want to live 
longer, but how far would you go? It's not to com- 
ment stem-cell research; it’s amazing how 


the dour but kindly head of the community, 
invites him into his office, which is deco- 
rated with monochromatic abstracts by Pi- 
casso and Franz Klein. (In a Michael Bay 
world, such tastes are sinister.) He reas- 
sures troubled Lincoln and inserts tiny 
mechanical spiders — leftovers from Minority 
Report? — into his eyes.

The good 
guys are poor and downtrodden. The clones 
themselves are all duplicates of people who 
seem mostly wealthy, entitled, and white. 

“The concept was, the facility is going to 
start off really expensive, and maybe it'll come 
down later, just like with DVD recorders, it'll drop 
in price. | did have a lot of foreigners there, that 
old Japanese man, looks like he runs Tokyo bank. 
| had lots of tall people, like a basketball player. | 
put a rapper in there.” 

“There's Michael [Clarke Duncan, in a trun- 
cated role as a clone],” johansson chimed in. “He 
was a football player. We think these are the 
people who could afford this $5 million policy. | 
thought it was what it was supposed to be. 

“I don't believe movies deliver messages. | 
don't pick movies for the message. | think when 
you leave the theater, you question, how far 
would test fate? But when come out 
a film I've paid $10 to see, | want to be enter- 
tained. You want to say, ‘That was cool, | had a 
lot fun, that was entertaining experience 
for me: Films that always have to deliver the 

big picture, boring, especially

sifies. He’s drawn to Jordan Two Delta (Scar- 
lett Johansson), so much so that he’s close to 
committing “proximity.” also has illic- 
it liaison with McCord (Steve Buscemi), a guy 
in greasy overalls he meets up with in the 
grimy pipe work behind the facility’s sleek 
facade. McCord offers different kind 
friendship — something is unsaid behind his 
mouthing the familiar platitudes. also 
offers snorts from his hip flask of whiskey. 

Inevitably, through various little clues and 
coincidences, Lincoln is led to traumatic reve- 
lations, primal scenes disclosing the truth 
about his birth and destiny. He and Jordan 
flee to the world outside, which turns out to 
be a Michael Bay movie with car chases and 
astounding action sequences. This time, 
though, the action has significance and wit 
as well as volume, wreckage, and body 
counts. One sequence involving a giant capi- 
tal“R” is especially surreal and absurdist, and 
all the stunts have a satisfying physical logic, 
if not probability. I was a little disappointed, 
however, the climactic scene which gi- 
ant, illusion-producing holographic device 
must be destroyed. Too close to representing 
the Dream Factory from which Bay earns his 
fortune, I guess. 

The real surprise is Bay’s subtle, subver- 
sive subtext — not just old chestnuts like ap- 
pearance-and-reality but down-to-earth is- 
sues like abortion and stem-cell research. 
(The film could be seen to support argu- 
ments on both sides of these issues — which 
may be the point.) True, there’s Bay’s old 
bugbear of characterization — in particular 
the unlikely conversion of certain characters 
from good guys to bad guys. But these incon- 
sistencies almost make sense if you see the 
film as a parable about class conflict. Lin- 
coln and Jordan (the names are not arbi- 
trary) aren’t just alienated from the products 
of their labor, they are the products. Those 
who recognize their kinship with them win 
different kind lottery. 


Given his eerie and seductive Waking Life, 

Richard Linklater’s version of The Island 
would have been something to see. Not so his 
Bad News Bears. What went wrong? Linklater 
had converted the likely treacle of School of 
should be made. Here he had the proven ma- 


terial of the 1976 original, a near-perfect 
blend of cynicism and sentiment, whole- 
someness and scatology. He had Billy Bob 
Thornton, whose Bad Santa will live on as one 
of the most hilarious of cinema misan- 
thropes. He even had the two guys who 
wrote Bad Santa, a screenplay proudly defying 
standards of decency and good taste. 


That might the problem: the difference 
between this film and the one from three 
decades ago is political correctness. Now we 
can have fart jokes, but as for humor that 
might violate anyone’s sense outrage, 
good luck. Such political correctness, is in 
fact, confronted head on by the film’s prem- 
ise. The Bears are a team of misfits estab- 


lished by Liz Whitewood (Marcia Gay Hard- 
en), an attorney, community activist, and 
single mother who sees no reason why un- 
derachieving children should not be allowed 
to compete in the local Little League. (A cut 
to the surly kid in a wheelchair is bound to 
get a laugh.) To coach these losers she hires 
Morris Buttermaker (Thornton), a former mi- 
nor-league pitcher (he once struck out Mike 
Schmidt) and current drunk and extermina- 
tor who could use the extra cash. Here’s 
Thornton at his best, bouncing batting prac- 
tice pitches off his hapless players while 
rambling incoherently. It almost makes you 
forget Walter Matthau’s rumpled, dyspeptic 
asshole with a heart of gold. 

Too bad Linklater and company couldn’t 
forget him. Instead, they adhere slavishly to 
the original, the only differences being what 
has been omitted (kids smoking cigarettes, 
drinking, uttering the “n” word) to fit the 
finicky times. Or diluted, like the character 
of Bullock, the coach of the hated Yankees. 
Played by Greg Kinnear, he’s no match for 
the brooding menace and lingering machis- 
mo of Vic Morrow in the 1976 version. When 
Morrow went out to the mound to comment 
his son’s pitching, didn’t just knock 
the boy’s hat off, he knocked him down. 

No such menace or edge lies behind this 
version. Its best player, Thornton, has his ni- 
hilistic glee replaced by an ersatz version of 
Matthau’s fuddy-duddiness. Every pitch is pre- 
dictable, and they’re all hanging curves. Like 
all Linklater’s films, Bad News Bears is a paean to 
underachievers; here, though, the biggest un- 
derachiever is Linklater himself. ©

NEW YORK CITY — Bad News Bears might 

the least original film Richard Linklater 
has made, but it’s also the most personal. 
Slacker (1991), Before Sunrise (1995), and Wak- 
ing Life (2001) established him as a leading in- 
dependent director. School of Rock (2003) 
proved that he could hold his own with the 
studios. He’s even done a sequel: Before Sun- 
set (2004), the long-distance follow-up to Be- 
fore Sunrise. But a remake? 

“It was like, this movie needed me in 
some way,” he explains. “Like | am the guy 
who would make this not suck as bad as it 
could. You gotta feel you're the only guy who 
can do the movie, even though you're not. 
You still feel like ‘I'm the guy’ ” 

The reason? Partly an affinity for the films 
of Michael! Winner, who directed the original 
Bad News Bears in 1976. (“A Hal Ashby type of 
the '70s. It’s like, ‘Wow, that's a studio 
film?’ ") Partly the film's slacker attitude. 
“The crappy attitude of the loser pissed-off 
kid always pressured to win. Kids don't win. 
You spend most of your childhood losing 
rather than winning. The good thing about 
this remake, | tell people, is, if this was an 
original screenplay idea, it wouldn't get made. 
There's no way any Hollywood studio would 
touch this. As a family movie, a kid movie. It's 
just too... wrong, too rough. But since it was 
successful earlier film, kind gets you off 
the hook. It allows us to get this film made.” 

Mostly, though, Linklater feels connect- 
ed to this movie because it lets him recon- 


cile himself with his secret past. “I was a 
baseball player and | always wanted to make 
a baseball movie. | went to college on a 
baseball scholarship and my career ended 
overnight. | had a heart condition and | 
couldn't really run anymore. You know, one 
day you're batting third in the line-up, play- 
ing in left field, knocking in runs. The next 
day, you're focusing on drama classes.” 

In retrospect, perhaps the heart problem 
was a blessing. Had Linklater persevered in 
baseball, maybe now he'd be coaching a Little 
League team instead of making a film about 
someone who is. 

“My career would be over,” the 44-year-old 
director acknowledges. “I'm like Cal Ripken's 
age, you know, sort of long-retired. Although 
Clemens is still going. | played against him in 
high school.” 

Roger Clemens? 

“l won't get into it. But he’s a lot better now, 
he was good in high school, but he got really 
good in college. | have the utmost respect for 
him. | don’t know if | could have hit major-league 
pitching. But | could hit the long ball. And so this 
movie put together two distinct parts of my life. 
There as my baseball life, | mean, | was always 
writing, and creative and stuff, but wanted 
be a pro baseball player who actually was a writer 
too. And when that was over, | never picked up a 
sports page or a bat; just film was my life. It's 
only recently I've been saying that | played base- 
ball. No one knew. It wasn't on my résumé for 10 
years, because it just didn’t seem like me. The

me who was making movies wasn't the me who 
was that. But now I've reconciled them. This 
movie has been a lot of fun, even cathartic in 
bringing my two worlds together, so ultimately 
it's a really personal film.” 

What other secrets has Linklater not told us 
about? His next film will be an animated adap- 
tation of Philip K. Dick's novel A Scanner Darkly. 
Was he a drug-addicted undercover cop? 

“It's really personal, maybe the most per- 
sonal, uh, it’s about an undercover narcotics 
agent who's hooked on this drug that is caus- 
ing a brain split in him, but he’s assigned to 
observe himself and his friends. It’s a future 
world where there's a lot of surveillance, a lot 
of stuff like Big Brother. | shot it like a year 
ago; we're animating now. This is a little more 
film-like than Waking Life, more designed, 
much more advanced. It’s not all hand-held. 
It's like a real film and it looks like a graphic 
novel. It's really cool. But it’s really our future, 
it's very contemporary.” _PK

For Giancarlo, life has a 
thrilling second act. He can

olis where he grew up, and he 
has ambitions there for his 
beloved Caterina. 

the Big City, ten- 
der, intelligent Italian feature 
at the Brattle July 22-25, 15-year- 
old Caterina, shy and sheltered, is enrolled ata 
high-power Roman private school because her 
father wants her to mix with the scions of the 
ruling class. She’s obedient to his grandiose ex- 
pectations, though the students mock her as a 
hillbilly from rural Tuscany. The set-up might 
remind you of Mean Girls, with face-offs at school 
between brash rich-girl But there’s 
huge difference from the Hollywood model of 
teen conflict, for the quarrels here are ideologi- 
cal. Although all the other students are sinfully

tives, supporters of the Berlusconi govern- 
ment. Our goodhearted heroine, however, is 
more concerned with making friends than 
with what the friends stand for. She’s first tak- 
en up by Margherita (Carolina Iaquaniello), 
bushy-haired and artsy, whose peace-activist 
mother takes the girls on a march that features 
an unexpected cameo from 
the barricades, Roberto Be- 
nigni as himself. 

Things mess with 
Margherita, so Caterina, 
without a blink, moves right- 
ward to (as described by the 
movie’s publicity material) “a 
circle of rich, cell-phone-tot- 
ing mall rats.” She takes up shopping and 
hanging out in patrician castles. A new best 
pal is Daniela (Federica Sbrenna), a 24-hour 
party girl with an on-call chauffeur and a lim- 
ousine. Daniela’s father is a bigwig in the con- 
servative government. At a celebration of 
Berlusconi supporters with obvious Mafia ties, 
everybody gives the Fascist salute. Even 
Daniela. 

What happened to that once-grounded 
teen who found happiness singing choral

gig falters, and nobody in big-city publication 
will consider his erotic novel. Maddened, he 
rails against the powerful. “They ignore us,” 
he wails. “They treat us like toys.” 

Virzi, the son of a Sicilian police officer, 
situates himself as “a long-time supporter of 
a popular, optimistic, and non-catastrophic 
left.” He feels for Giancarlo’s despair but 
sides with Caterina, who's capable of 
straightening out. 

French filmmaker Louis Malle (1932-1995) 
did his best at the end, with his masterly col- 
laborations in America, My Dinner with Andre and 
Vanya on 42nd Street.

Howard, of 
course, can’t blame the system for his 
hero's travails, so he posits a few vil- 
lains, like Max Baer, who's played by 
Craig Bierko as a cross between a 
heavy-metal star and Mike Tyson. The 
director does transform what some 
have described as the dullest champi- 
onship bout in history into an epic 
event. More engaging, though, is an 
earlier scene in which Braddock, driv- 
en to desperation, enters a club full of 
boxing cronies hat in hand, begging 
for rent money.

Pola Rapa- 
port’s documentary is remarkable 
when it sticks to its 1988 on-screen 
interview with Aury, shortly before 
her death at age 90: she’s an amaz- 
ing, charming, beautiful old woman 
with radiant, intelligent eyes.

Who’s afraid Facade? 


Virginia Woolf meets Grand Theft Auto

*m watching an argument between a 
husband and wife, Grace and Trip, and 
it’s turning into a real marriage-ender, a 
knock-down, drag-out, every-harsh-secret- 
revealed battle. As the vitriol flies, I’m real- 
izing that I should find a way to stop this — and 
I’m about to, except that it turns out I can’t just 
shoot them! What kind of video game is this? 
The answer, according to its creators, is 
that Facade is both a video game and a work of 
art — an interactive experience whose primary 
influence is Edward Albee’s Who's Afraid of Vir- 
ginia Woolf? Andrew Stern and Michael Mateas, 
self-described “artist-programmers,” have 
made a genre-defining leap forward in artifi- 
cial intelligence, but they also just wanted to 
make a game for people who hate gaming — 
the kind of people who hate the violence, or 
who would rather watch Sideways again than 
last week, has a simple premise: you’re the 1p are oul : 
best friend of a couple who are celebrating 
their tenth wedding anniversary. Trip has in- 
vited you over for dinner, but as you get to the 
front door you hear the sounds of an argu- 
ment, and after a few minutes of small talk 
and mingling in their living room, you get 
dragged into an argument that turns into a 
full-bore “Should we stick this through or call 
it quits?” fight. You experience this from the 
vantage point of the third person in the room: 
the game uses simple but effective 3-D graph- 
ics, and you talk with Grace and Trip by typing 
a question or a statement: “Why are you un- 
happy?” or “You have bad taste in tchotchkes.” 
Although the game follows a general story, 
your actions determine how it unfolds. You 
might help the couple make peace — or you 
could neck with Grace, insult Trip, and get 
thrown out before the drinks are served. The 
game takes about 15 minutes to play, but its 
creators expect you to run through it again and 
again to try new paths, and they don’t give you 
a “goal.” “How I think about it is there’s this 
big block of dramatic potential, and the player 
is dynamically carving a specific arc through 
that block each time they play it,” says Mateas. 
Stern and Mateas have worked on Fagade part- 
time (and sometimes full-time) since 2000. 
Stern is a game designer and character archi- 
tect who presently works for Zoesis Studios in 
Newton; Mateas comes from an academic back- 
: ground, and he’s the founder and director of 
the Experimental Game Lab Georgia Tech. 


but there’s no kind of characters to enact the 
story.” They found the right balance by structur- 
ing the game as a series of “beats”: each beat has 
its own dynamics and lasts as long as it needs 
to, and you keep moving from one to the next, 
with Grace and Trip kicking off new content 
even if you stand there doing nothing. Facade 
boasts 20,000 lines of dialogue, and “each line 
dialogue and each story beat can performed 
in multiple ways, in multiple emotional tones, 
and in multiple tension levels.” 

The first time you play Facade, it can seem 
more like a dramatic experience or an improv 
exercise than a game, and that also makes it 
harder to “play.” The system can feel clumsy 
and even frustrating you figure out how 
get a good or a bad reaction out of the charac- 
ters — by flattering or insulting them, or even 
sneaking a smooch with one when the other’s 
not around. Without basic game devices like 
status bars reward messages, you have 
how Grace and Trip feel watching 

x and listening to them. And talking with them 
isn’t always easy: if you use words or sentence 
structures that the game doesn’t understand, 
your hosts may look confused or aghast, or 
humor you with awkward small talk. 

But Facade gives you plenty of room to ex- 
periment and misbehave. Players are already 
swapping transcripts where they stumble into 
the apartment screaming “I’ve been shot!” or 
wander around like a zombie saying nothing 
but “BRAINS. BRAINS.” The zombie routine may 
not save Grace and Trip’s marriage, but Mateas 
insists that you don’t have to play to “win.” “Is 
there a high-level game goal? In a sense there 
isn’t, really,” he answers. “There is an ending 
where Grace and Trip realize the roots of some 
of their problems and decide that they’re going 
to stay together and try to work it out, and 
they say, ‘You’ve really helped us.’ You could 
call that the ‘game goal’ you’d want to achieve. 
But that’s just one thing that can happen.”

Company occupied Edith Wharton’s 

one-time estate in Lenox. When the 

troupe moved house in 1999, taking 
over a nearby 63-acre property owned by the 
National Music Foundation, Wharton went 
with them; the grand if rundown parlor of 
Spring Lawn manse, on the property, has 
proved a charming home for Dennis Kraus- 
nick’s adaptations of various Wharton works, 
from her early (and voluminous) novel The Val- 
ley of Decision to double bills of short stories 
separated by tea and cookies consumed over- 
looking the grounds. All that will come to an 
end after this summer, since S&C has sold 
Spring Lawn and 30 acres to resort operator 
James Jurney Sr., whose relations will turn it 
into a luxury inn. The transaction will proba- 
bly save Tina Packer’s feisty brigade from 
financial ruin; upkeep of the property and its 
decrepit buildings has proved staggering. 
And the company will continue to produce 
Shakespeare and others in its Founders’ The- 
atre while pursuing its campaign to repro- 
duce the Rose Theatre, home to Shakespeare’s 
earliest works, on its remaining grounds. But 
what makes the impending loss of Spring 
Lawn more piquant is that the Wharton-re- 
lated pieces on view there this summer are 
worth the whistle. 

Wharton figures only peripherally in 
Joan Ackermann’s conflicted valentine to the 
Berkshires, Ice Glen (in repertory through Sep- 
tember 4), as an off-stage broker of literary 
talent. The work, however, treats of matters 
of interest to artists and audiences alike: 
who owns talent, and is it permissible to 


never went on a book tour, conceded to pub- 
lication. The play also addresses the question, 
on the table at least since As You Like It, 
whether living in the country engenders 
nobility or dullness. 

The play, which is being given its joint 
premiere by Shakespeare & Company (for 
which it was written) and Florida Stage, is set 
in 1920 at a decaying Lenox manse called 
Stonegate, a tarnished relic of the Gilded Age 
much like Spring Lawn, Ackermann, who 
lives in the Berkshires, imagines a situation 
in which mistress and long-time retainers 
live in barely hierarchical, squalid harmony 
under a large portrait of the master of the 
house, whose death two years earlier brought 
isolation and hard times. (Turns out he was 
an overgenerous if sainted soul who gave 
away much of his wife’s fortune.) Also in res- 
idence is Sarah Harding, a divorced wild 
child of a poet who is neither a poor aristocrat 
like the lady of the house, Dulce Bainbridge, 
nor a servant. Sarah keeps the gardens and 
maintains soulful if dangerous communica- 
tion with a bear that, unlike the one in The 
Winter's Tale, remains unseen. It is her poems 
that neighbor Wharton has sent to an editor 
of the Atlantic Monthly, who shows up eager 
to publish them. 

We never hear Sarah’s poems, one of 
which invokes the Stockbridge locale the 
play’s title, a crevice of rock in which ice, 
though hot to the touch, remains frozen all 
year. To judge by editor Peter Woodburn’s as- 
sessment and description, she’s a female Ted 
Hughes, without all the brooding virility and 
adultery, writing violent, rugged paeans to 


Nature. But unlike Hughes, she has no inter- 
est in seeing her name in lights — or in the At- 
lantic. When the literarily impassioned Wood- 
burn arrives with the good news and a check, 
she’ll have nothing to do with him. indeed, 
she considers the fact that three of her poems 
have entered his mind a violation tantamount 
to his having snooped in her underwear draw- 
er. As director Packer puts it in a program 
note: “And how does an artist, who is reveal- 
ing the most personal part of her- or himself, 
find the courage to let it go before the public?” 

But far from being a spare consideration of 
artistic responsibility, Ice Glen is stuffed with 
period Berkshireana, from speculations 
Nature and its effects on human (not to men- 
tion bruin) intercourse to its depiction of 
Stonegate’s makeshift family of mistress, po- 
et, and servants, who include a wise butler, 
an opinionated old cook, and Denby, a slow- 
witted but craftily perverse orphan handy- 
man parented by all. Woodburn is the citified 
catalyst who sets up seismic shifts in the 
folksy familial dynamic as he agitatedly pur- 
sues his poet, at one point misdirecting his 
passion in such a way that it breaks through 
more than one dam of hot ice. 

Ackermann, who adapted her Off the Map 
for a 2003 film by Campbell Scott, has written 
an interesting but hardly compelling play. 
Composed in 12 short scenes that run from 
October to December and at S&C involve the 
elaborate piecing and unpiecing of a table, 
the work seems fragmented, its characters 
(with the exception of the impish Denby, 
with his plot to milk the family dog) more 
convenient than original. Dulce, played with 
a sort of dazed charm by Elizabeth Aspen- 
lieder, is particularly inconsistent: sensual 
but simple, she develops a sharp tongue and 
a backbone overnight. Kristin Wold brings a 
fiery yet sweet determination to the eccentric 
poet, and the dependable Michael Hammond 
is sensitively insensitive editor Woodburn. 
Gillian Seidl plays sturdy servant Mrs. 
Roswell just as director Packer would — 
with hamboning warmth that’s both cliché’d 
and comforting. 

This season’s Wharton One-Acts (in reperto- 
ry through September 4) proves an excep- 
tional vintage, primarily because both short 
works are two-handers played by the S&C 
team of Jason Asprey and Corinna May. She 
recently returned to the company following 
an 18-month stint in the national tour of 
The Graduate, during which she traded in her

In the sly The Mission of Jane, Asprey and 
May play Julian and Alice Lethbury, a disaf- 
fected if wealthy couple of old New York 
flashing forward through some 15 years just 
after the turn of the 20th century. The scenes 
are set in the dining room, where a servant 
bustles in and out, serving over the course of 
the decade and a half an elaborate meal from 
soup to brandy. In the opening scene, Alice, 
an unimaginative woman whose conversa- 
tion consists of paint-by-numbers maxims, 
announces her resolve to adopt a baby whose 
mother has died at the hospital where she 
does charity work. The condescending Julian, 
though less than keen (“A human baby?” he in- 
quires), won’t stand in her way. 

As years pass, it becomes clear that “the 
mission of Jane,” whether she knows it or 
not, is to bring her disparate parents closer as 
they try to survive her independent, “inex- 
orable” ways. Krausnick’s wry adaptation, 
which includes not only dialogue but mono- 
logues in which each Lethbury confides in 
the audience, conveys the happy unfreezing 
of their mismatch and affords their increas- 
ingly conspiratorial effort to rid themselves of 
Jane appropriate marriage amusing 
— even triumphant — buoyancy. 

After the cookies, the pair return in the 
Paris-set The Promise, which Krausnick adapted 
from Wharton’s short story “Les Metteurs en 
Scéne.” For io years, American Blanche Lam- 
bert and Frenchman Jean Le Fanois, both pol- 
ished but poor, have been informal partners in 
a business that unites rich but insufficiently 
pedigreed Americans with impoverished 
French nobles, the trickle-down keeping the 
matchmakers in relative luxury. Blanche is 
shepherding a loaded American widow and 
her young daughter; Jean has connections toa 
“title without price.” It’s clear, however, that 
these two, who will eventually get too old for 
their game, have eyes for each other. 

The Promise has a great O. Henry-esque 
ending, but it’s marred by Asprey’s cheesy 
French accent and by the awkwardness of 
jamming exposition into conversation: the 
two keep telling each other the history of 
their situation and their relationship for our 
benefit. Nonetheless, the piece is well-acted, 
its artifice cut by poignancy, and the hour 
and 40 minutes proves as delicious as the in- 
termission cookies. The Wharton parlor once 
removed will be missed. ©

In the title fight for dysfunctional family, 

the Duncans of Nicky Silver's 1993 
PTERODACTYLS could knock out the Winefiel- 
ds or the Tyrones with a swift one-two. The 
play, which is receiving a sharp production by 
the Tribe Theatre Wing at Devanaughn Theatre 
(through July 24), is about denial. Dad is an 
emotionally defunct cheat. Mom's a superficial 
socialite and heavy boozer with an unnatural 
love for her son. Todd’s homecoming, following 
a long absence, plants a seed of reality when he 
reveals he’s HIV-positive. His return also coin- 
cides with his sister Emma's wedding to an 
awkward waiter she barely knows. Orphan Tom- 
my tolerates her psychosomatic illnesses, the 
effect of abuse by Dad, who laughs off any sug- 
gestion of wrongdoing. The family takes to 
Tommy: Mom conscripts him as a maid, and 
Todd seduces him to tragic effect. 

Stephen Haley handles the script’s sudden 
transitions from Archie Bunker-esque comedy 
to bleak realism to Strindbergian dreamscape, 
and he’s assembled a fine cast. Gregory Moss is 
a sharp-tongued Todd whose masochistic 
pathology is perceptible beneath his acid atti- 
tude. Sarah Huling’s Emma is the romantic hys- 
teric who puts her damaged emotional goods on 
full display. Bonnie-jean Wilbur gives Mom's 
overblown, nattering showiness a crumble-at- 
the-slightest-touch core. In that it conveys the 
play’s absurdity without crossing into slapstick,

Edgar Degas’s paintings of singers singing, ballet dancers rehearsing, 

women toweling off after a bath, and horses and jockeys at the racetrack 
are so familiar, it's easy to forget that in the second half of the 19th century, 
these realistic, naturally posed images based on contemporary life were new — 
and radical. In the 1860s, the highest form of art was still the “history paint- 
ing” that re-created events from the past or illustrated heroic or moralizing 
episodes from myth, religion, and literature. 

Back in 1911, Harvard’s Fogg Art Museum mounted the only one-man mu- 
seum exhibition the artist enjoyed in his lifetime. Now “Degas at Harvard,” 
which opens at the Fogg August 1, showcases the University’s collection of the 
artist’s works along with promised gifts and works from Harvard's Houghton 
Library and its Dumbarton Oaks Research Library and Collection in Washing- 
ton, DC. Organized by Edward Saywell, curatorial associate in Drawings at the 
Fogg, and Stephan Wolohojian, curator in the Department of Paintings, Sculp- 
ture, and Decorative Arts, “Degas at Harvard” arranges its 62 drawings, paint- 
ings, prints, sculptures, and photographs by theme. One of the original 12 
works shown in 1911 — The Rehearsal (1873-'78) — will be on view, and the frag- 
ile After the Bath, Woman Drying Herself (1893-'98) will be shown for the first 
time in 40 years. Several photographs, including Untitled (Self-Portrait in Li- 
brary) (circa 1895), reveal Degas’s fascination with portraiture and his interest 
in anew medium, photography. 

Around the time that Degas was training his artistic eye on late-19th- 
century culture, the concept of “leisure” was entering the American vocabu- 
lary. “Playscape — Exploring the Landscape of Play and Games,” which 
opens at artSPACE@16 in Malden on july 23, looks at our video games, our 
weekend warriors (in particular, those who meet each weekend to fly radio- 
controlled aircraft around Burlington), and our treehouses. Curated by artist 
Hui May Ho, “Playscape” includes work by Brian Gershey, Hui May Ho, Aimee 
LaPorte, Carlos Noguera, and Amy Thibault. Summer hours are limited to 
Saturday afternoons or by appointment, so call before you head out. 

If cheering on the Food Service Workers on the Spike Channel's Extreme 
Maximum Challenge is your idea of pushing physical and mental limits, it's 
time you upped the ante. Fridays nights this summer, Art interactive is offer- 
ing “The Summer X Games Events,” with extreme VJs and Djs and experimen- 
tal film, music, and performance art. On August 5, Boston-based bod-piercing 
artist Ray Aims presents “Flesh and Foundation,” a performance and installa- 
tion that's billed as full of “beauty and pain, strength and fragility.” Dj D'hana 
provides the music — I'm not sure whether you provide the pain.

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THE CRUMB 
HANDBOOK 


BY R. CRUMB AND PETER POPLASK! | 
449 PAGES $25 


There are very few cartoonists, or artists of 
any kind, more frustrating than Robert 
Crumb. That seems to be the way he likes it. 
Prodigiously gifted and bubbling with fury at 
almost everything and everyone, especially 
himself, he’s obsessed with particular kinds 
of old cultural detritus, and his work is driven 
by the twin impulses to re-create the glorious 
junk of his childhood and to smash and pul- 
verize the sick culture and the pathetic de- 
sires that frame it in his mind. 

Crumb is a phenomenal draftsman — his 
scribbliest distortions have palpable mass and 
momentum — but the hallmark of his art is 
that he refuses to pretend that he’s okay or 
doesn’t have bad thoughts. He’d rather spill 
every bad thought he has onto the page, so he 
can point and laugh at it. (He’s forever draw- 
ing the huge-butted, elephant-legged, back- 
wards-contorted women who fit his sexual 
ideal, and mocking himself for it; his infa- 
mous creation Angelfood McSpade isn’t just a 
racist caricature of a black woman, she’s the 
ultimate racist caricature, and a mortifying

indictment of internalized racism.) Whenever 
you think you're laughing with Crumb, he 
turns around and starts guffawing at you. As 
he puts it: “Kitchee-koo, you bastards!” 

The R. Crumb Handbook (MQP) is a 440-page 
brick of a book surveying his life, opinions, 
and art and arranged according to the “four 
enemies of man”: fear, clarity, power, and 
old age. (Crumb’s collaborator on the book, 
Peter Poplaski, appears to have picked up that 
classification from Carlos Castafieda.) It’s a 
peculiar hybrid: part sampler of Crumb’s 
work, part autobiography, part festschrift, 
part documentation of his favorite things, 
part collection of photographs of the artist 
looking like one of his own caricatures, It 
even includes bands he’s played with 
over the past 33 years. 

The book is neither fish nor fowl, but the 
same goes for Crumb’s art. The 2oth-century 
art he loves is mostly disposable — comic 
books, and also record-label designs and cere- 
al boxes and B-movie posters. That may be 
why much his own work ephemera 
self-imitation, from the paintings and sculp- 
tures that get displayed in galleries simply be- 
cause they’re paintings and sculptures (he’s 
scaldingly contemptuous of the “fine art” 
world) to mass-produced Devil Girl chocolate 
bars to the faces he doodles on pistachio 
shells. His sketchbooks are legendary — he 
traded six of them to a collector for a house in

When Salvatore Lombino died of cancer 

on July 6, at the age of 78, he took more 
people with him than a suicide bomber. Gone 
are Ezra Hannon, John Abbot, Hunt Collins, 
Richard Marsten, and Curt Cannon, Also 
among the casualties: Steve Carella, Bert 
Kling, Andy Parker, Meyer Meyer, Eileen 
Burke, and Fat Ollie Weeks. 

Maybe the latter group don’t belong in the 
body count, seeing as how they’re all fictional 
characters. Carella and company are cops 
the big, bad (but always nameless) city, 
where they staff the 87th Precinct, which is 
the title of a series of books that began in 1956 
and will come to an end this fall when the fi- 
nal volume is published posthumously. 

Lombino isn’t listed as the author of any 
of these books. In 1952, he changed his 
name to Evan Hunter because he thought 
the publishing industry was prejudiced 
against Italian-Americans. He might have 
been right. He might still be right.

the South of France — and he’s probably the 
only artist ever have three books collecting 
his restaurant-placemat drawings. But sub- 
stantial work? Not so much. 

Crumb writes in the Handbook about his 
love of narrative, but he’s never been able to 
put a coherent story together. Still, the fact 
that there’s no single canonical piece by him 
beyond the one-page “Keep On Truckin’ ” 
routine has worked his favor: deal with 
Crumb, you have to consider a big cross-sec- 
tion of his work. Which means you can’t 
miss his themes and obsessions, or the de- 
vices he uses over and over. His sense of hu- 
mor owes everything to Harvey Kurtzman’s 
early MAD comics, and the consequent fake- 
grinning tone gets hard take. But the best 
idea picked from MAD was that the 


87th Precinct books, because he was already 
established as a “serious” writer, having pro- 
duced the bestseller The Blackboard Jungle. That 
book brought him a measure of fame, but it 
didn’t pay the bills. disguised Hannon, 
Cannon, Marsten, etc, he churned out pulp- 
magazine stories for a half-cent a word. 
When in 1955 he signed a three-book contract 
to produce a new detective series, he wanted 
a different name on the covers, one separate 
from both his lowbrow and highbrow identi- 
ties. So he invented Ed McBain. 

He also invented a new kind of fiction, the 
police procedural. For the first time, stories fo- 
cused not private eyes amateur sleuths 
but on realistic cops slogging through false 
starts, dead ends, and the continuing annoy- 
ances of everyday life. In Lullaby, McBain 
wrote, “Carella did not like chasing people. 
Neither did Meyer. That was for the movies. In 
the movies, they filmed a chase in 4o takes 
that were later edited to look like one unbro- 
ken take where the hero cop is running like an 
Olympics gold-medal track star and the thief 
is running like the guy who won only the 
bronze. In real life, you did it all in one take.” 

The books were about more than cops. 
Sometimes Carella and his co-workers bare- 
figured the plot. But the weather was 
always a factor: too hot, too cold, too 
wet, even too nice. And the unnamed

more sacred a thing is, the more enthusiasti- 
cally it can be skewered, and his own best 
idea was to apply the hot poker of satire to 
his own ego and sexuality. 

It’s an idea that may have burned itself 
out. Crumb’s recent work, as the Handbook 
presents it, has devolved into a collection of 
thematic tics held together by his mighty 
drawing hand. (One late image, called “The 
Holy Grail,” is a pair of stocky women’s legs 
in clunky shoes, protruding upward from a 
rare blues record, framing a grail with a radi- 
ant eye and a crown above it. Yeah, we get 
it.) His real enemy isn’t fear or clarity or old 
age, all of which he’s handled admirably: it’s 
his own power, which made him famous by 
breaking taboos until there weren’t any good 
ones left to break. © 


“This city was dangerous, too,” McBain 
warned, “Never mind the reassuring bulletins 
from the Mayor’s office. Ask the Mayor to 
take an unescorted 2 am stroll through any of 
the city’s barren moonscapes and then inter- 
view him in his hospital bed the next morn- 
ing to ask him about lower crime rates and 
improved police patrols.” 

Carella wrestled with his inadequacies. Kling 
struggled with his love life. Burke dealt with 
being raped. Nothing simple here. Nothing 
predictable. Even when it came to the bad cops. 

“Parker and Weeks got along fine together,” 
McBain wrote in Kiss. “That’s because they were 
both bigots. Weeks was perhaps a bigger bigot 
than Parker, but nobody can be only a little preg- 
nant, although Weeks did in fact look a little 
pregnant— in fact about three months gone.” 

But Weeks, as the later books attested, 
was a deeper soul than the W.C. Fields buf- 
foon he portrayed. Parker was. . . well, yeah, 
Parker was just a jerk. 

A few years ago, McBain was asked by an 
interviewer about his goals. He said he’d like 
to win a Pulitzer, a Nobel, and a Tony. “Aside 
from these,” he added, “my aspirations are 
modest ones.” 

Like most writers who say such things, he 
was probably only half kidding. Unlike most 
writers, wasn’t asking for more than 
deserved. 

Except, maybe, the Tony. ©

Robert Wilson New York, David Dorfman Concord

oward the end of 

Robert Wilson’s I La 

Galigo, which is 

based on the ancient 

Sulawesi creation 
myth, the ruling gods return 
to the Upper and Lower 
Worlds, displeased with the 
way their delegates have been 
running things. later, 
the two descendants of oppos- 
ing racial streams finally 
meet and join together. Their 
destiny is to repopulate the 
Middle World, without the in- 
tervention the gods. The 
end is the beginning. Creation 
ongoing, the myth tells us, 
and so is the struggle. 

Like the Mahabharata, the 
Ramayana, or the Odyssey, I La 
Galigo, which was staged last 
week at the New York State 
Theater for the Lincoln Center 
Festival, encompasses the sto- 
ry of mankind — the relation- 
ship between people and na- 
ture, the power of the gods 
and the dangers of defying the 
gods, the endless search for 
serenity in a world of tempta- 
tions. There were a few mo- 
ments in the three-hour per- 
formance when my courage almost failed, but 
I never lost interest in it as an absorbing visual 
and theatrical experience. 

Dramaturg Rhoda Grauer encountered I La 
Galigo while doing research in Sulawesi. A for- 
mer television producer and administrator of 
the Dance Program at the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts, Grauer is now based in Bali 
making documentary films. It’s she who 
adapted the sprawling and almost extinct pre- 
Islamic epic to a modern narrative. The cen- 
turies-old text and the traditions associated 
with it — including the ability to understand 
its language — are deteriorating. Grauer 
learned parts of it through oral translations. 
Having begun assemble one its many sto- 
ty lines, she interested Robert Wilson in bring- 
ing that to the stage. The production, with a 
cast of about 50 Indonesians, has been seen in 
Singapore and Europe during the past year. 

Like most Robert Wilson works, I La Galigo 
displaces us from our mundane concerns and 
asks us to penetrate levels of memory, spiritu- 
ality, and perception that we usually keep in 
the Off position. synopsis scenes gives 
outline of the main events, but the few lines 
of dialogue are conveyed as supertitles. A Bis- 
su priest, Puang Matoa Saidi, sits at the side 
of the stage throughout, dressed in gleaming 
satin and turning the pages weatherbeat- 
en volume, intermittently chanting in the 
Bugis language. 

The central characters Grauer selected from 
the epic are Sawérigading and Tenriabéng, 
fraternal-twin grandchildren the gods the 
Upper and Lower Worlds. They love each other,

but incest taboos forbid them to marry. Even- 
tually, they marry others, and it’s their chil- 
dren who go into the godless Middle World to 
start again. The genealogy of all this is compli- 
cated, but what matters is that though the 
gods control everything, their children often 
disobey them, and the world suffers the conse- 
quences — war, hardship, and exile. 

The story as told here is a personal one, 
even though the persons are demi-gods. Across 
the great historic sweep of the epic, the ill-fat- 
ed twins withstand their desire for each other. 
Sawérigading crosses the ocean to marty an- 
other beautiful princess, Vain and 
demanding, she refuses to have him, so he’s 
obligated to make war on her kingdom. She ac- 
cepts him to save her country, but she swears 
never look him the daylight. She gives 
birth to a son, I La Galigo, but before she can 
have the child destroyed, Sawérigading rescues 
him and father and son. Years later, Wé Cu- 
daigq sees both of them at a cockfight. In the 
daylight last, she and Sawérigading fall 
love. I La Galigo sets out on his own journey. 

All this unfolds series images and 
actions alternating, as the story does, be- 
tween slowly evolving situations and sudden 
disturbances. Wilson’s staging has many ele- 
ments that you can recognize from other In- 
donesian theatrical forms — scenes in shad- 
ow play, massed groups of soldiers in formal 
combat, roly-poly clowns, processions — but 
he hasn’t tried to create a “Pan-Indonesian” 
style. The dancing (directed by Andi Ummu 
Tunru, a traditional dancer and native of 
Makassar, South Sulawesi) is sometimes a 


variant of the local dance forms and some- 
times newly created for the piece. 

The acting style — stiff and declamatory 
and occasionally clumsy or childlike — took me 
back to the olden days of postmodernism and 
Wilson’s early pieces, Deafman Glance and The 
Life and Times of Sigmund Freud, when the avarit- 
garde was conducting a thorough purge of nat- 
uralistic theater and its appeal to our sympa- 
thies. Here, the characters’ human fallibilities 
are offset by the way they move; they’re super- 
human, after all, and perhaps we’re not sup- 
posed to get too close. 

There are terrific Wilsonian images, though 
none of the spectacularly strange happenings 
that marked his early productions. The unborn 
twins wrapped together in a fetal embrace. The 
haughty princess, appearing first as a doll be- 
yond a sea of white gauze. A cockfight staged as 
a noisy slugfest between hand puppets made of 
the men’s yellow headcloths. The Rice Goddess, 
an old woman in green, implacably gesturing 
with a dark green fan while four women do a 
ritual dance in a square around her, Perhaps 
Wilson's theater has grown more accessible, 
but he still makes accomplished visions. 


There was a magical reward the next night 

at David Dorfman’s concert, which opened 
the Concord Academy Summer Stages Dance se- 
ries. Dorfman finished solo the beginning 
of his 2004 Lightbulb Theory and went upstage to 
where column dim lights had been hang- 
ing. He touched it and the lights flew apart, 
swinging glowing canopy above the dark 
stage. The audience gasped with pleasure. 


hope it’s not too great 
stretch to say Dorfman has 
something in common with 
Wilson, a sense of resilience 
and continuity. For both of 
them, life and the dance go 
on, preserving the lessons and 
lore of one generation into the 
next. Where Dorfman differs 
is in his compassion. His 
dance looks quite self-generat- 
ed, not governed by any 
specific technique but suscep- 
tible to many, and, especially, 
respectful of the other people 
who dance with him. 

In his Lightbulb solo, 
dressed in trousers, collarless 
shirt, and a long coat, he 
seemed to be exploring the 
space around himself, with 
enormous swings, rotations, 
releases, and an expectant 
look on his face, as if eager to 
see where the next move 
would take him. He remind- 
ed me of a jolly Jewish uncle. 
At the piano, Michael Wall 
played some chords and sang 
what could have been phrases 
from a Victorian parlor song 
in a high, breathy tenor. 

Dorfman at some point 
fell, sprang up again, fell again, and tugged 
his coat around himself, preparing for 
death, I assumed. He leaped up again and 
then walked forward, his whole body undu- 
lating, ascending. After a pause, he read 
some remembered stories about his father. 
The light bulbs levitated after that. 

But then five more dancers arrived, Dorf- 
man watching from the side aisle of the the- 
ater. They plugged through a long, aerobic, 
chorus-line routine, comradely and smiling, 
ignoring one who faltered. This was fol- 
lowed by many more little numbers, duets 
and solos, that seemed to be about manag- 
ing to keep going as a group when they were 
in fact individuals and not always ready to 
collaborate. Parts of Dorfman’s solo kept 
sliding the surface their movement. 

In approaching some calm, Dorfman and Lisa 
Race danced a duet of tremendous intimacy 
suggesting there’s much more to a relation- 
ship than sex. Both are big, sturdy, agile 
dancers, and they threw themselves at each 
other with complete confidence, even hu- 
mor. Once he ran in a circle as she swam no- 
handed across his shoulders. You could see 
some of the partnering skills of contact im- 
provisation in what they were doing, but al- 
so the pleasure of showing off and the satis- 
faction of being near each other. 

The company also performed Dorfman’s 
new Older Testaments, which began like a 
zany kids’ piece and ended with all six 
dancers, mostly undressed, packed into a 
transparent house not much bigger than a 
telephone booth.

MOTIVAT 


SEARCHING FOR WEALTH, FINDING GOD 
AND THE GOP THE GARDEN _by Mike Miliard 


t’s 8:30 am and the caffeine has yet to take 

hold, but I suppose it’s never too early for py- 

rotechnics and ear-bleeding music. As sparks 

shoot skyward and Patti LaBelle’s “New Atti- 

tude” blares from the rafters, Zig Ziglar, 74, 
bounds onto a stage ringed with potted plants 
and surrounded by enormous screens projecting 
his outsize image to the throngs filling the TD 
Banknorth Garden. 

I’m surrounded by more than 15,000 office 
workers who have answered the call: “Welcome to 
the Get Motivated Seminar! You are going to have 
a life-changing day!” 

One of today’s featured orators, Ziglar bills 
himself as one of the world’s foremost motiva- 
tional speakers. His motto, “You can have every- 
thing in life that you want if you will just help 
enough other people get what they want,” is de- 
cent enough, and resonates with the sensibility 
that has made companies like Google and eBay 
successful. But he also looks and sounds like a tel- 
evangelist, as he gesticulates passionately with 
upraised palms and declaims in a honey-dipped 
Mississippi accent, grinning broadly. And as 
Ziglar peppers his motivational spiel with greeting- 
card banalities (“The God of the mountaintop is 
also the God of the valley”) and homespun witti- 
cisms (“I read the Bible every day, and I read the 
paper every day. That way I know what both sides 
are up to”), I begin to feel like I’m stuck in some 
middle-American megachurch. As it turns out, 
it’s only the beginning of a long day of Godspeak. 

For that you can credit 45-year-old Peter Lowe, 
a bug-eyed carrot top with a lispy Canadian accent, 
whose aw-shucks visage is plastered all over his Get 
Motivated Seminars brochure. “Motivation! Inspira- 
tion! Career skills! Wealth building!” Those are the 
buzzwords of Lowe's traveling panoplies of high- 
wattage celebs (today in Boston the slate includes 
Red Sox manager Terry Francona, “America’s Mayor” 
Rudy Giuliani, Retired Commander in Chief of the 
US Central Command Tommy Franks, Super Bowl 
MVP Deion Branch, and funnyman Jerry Lewis), in- 
vestment gurus and real-estate tycoons, and a smat- 
tering of wholly wholesome musical acts. Over the 
course of nine hours, amid torrents of uplifting plat- 
itudes and small blizzards of red, white, and blue 
confetti, audiences made up of corporate groups, 
cadres of office workers, small-business owners, and 
ambitious individuals are instructed how to make 
themselves smarter, more successful, richer, better. 

But beneath all the cheerful bombast and 
mile-wide smiles lurks interesting subtext. 
isn’t long into Lowe’s dog-and-pony show before 
speakers start dropping not-at-all subtle refer- 
ences to God and the Good Book. And it’s also 
hard to miss the right-wing cast of many presen- 
ters’ throwaway comments. 

keeping mum advance about the parti- 
san and sectarian aspects of these heavily adver- 
tised events, Lowe has been able to build his Get 
Motivated Seminars, Inc. into a huge and 
profitable enterprise over the past 23 years. 


RIGHT ATTITUDE 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” proclaims Lowe’s wife, 
Tamara, a Sally Struthers-esque virago in 
corkscrew ringlets and a red pantsuit, “national 
recording artist Javen!” Bass booms. Beats break. 
A black guy in designer denim hops around the 
stage, goading the audience to “GET MOTIVAT- 
ED!” On the JumboTron, cameras zoom in on 
housewives swaying stiltedly and clapping out of 
time. One man, paunchy in a polo shirt, munch- 
es on a jumbo pretzel. 

Ziglar had just informed us that in the US, 
legal immigrants are four times more likely than 
Native-borns to become millionaires. Why? Be- 
cause they’re thrilled to be here and they’re moti- 
vated, dammit. The next presenter, Krish 
Dhanam, a speaker with Ziglar Training Systems 
bears that out. A hulking guy with a finely tai- 
lored suit and an elegant Indian accent, Dhanam 
LOVES America. 

“If we don’t do anything for the next 500 
years,” he yells, “the country in second place will 
still wish they were us.” : 

“Take this to the bank,” he hollers, “if you 
woke up this morning and were lucky enough to 
call America home, you have already won!” 

Dhanam grew up in Southern India, on the 
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Side of the fence where there was no grass, 
where his family was so poor that “we would go 
to KFC to lick other people's fingers.” As a kid, 

he would lie on the beach at night, looking ata 
star, and dream of coming to America. And he 
did, and did quite well for himself. That’s why 
his speech is genuinely dirational. 

It’s also why the cynicism of the next 
speaker is so galling. Phil Town is an invest- 
ment guru. According to his Web site: “I teach 
people how to get rich ...” Before that, in the 
1980s, he was a Green Bere t in South America. 
After his tour of duty, he spent 10 years as a 
river guide in the Grand Canyon, where he 
saved a wealthy tourist from drowning. In 

gratitude, the tourist advised him on how to 
play the market. Town invested $1000, and 
five years later was a millionaire. 

You can be too, Town promises. And he’ll 
show us how — all with a simple Web site 
and a little common sense. But after a half- 
hour tutorial, Town lets it —_ quite matter 
of-factly, that access to the Web site is con- 
tingent on taking a special class that costs 
$6000, But, because we’re such a lovely au- 
dience, the workshops can be ours for just 
under $1000. Fantastic. 

Retired general Tommy ou anks is upt next. 

As fireworks fulminate and confetti falls in 
squalls, the man who prosecuted the war in 
Afghanistan s trides on sage: 

“What a hoot!” he hollers. 

Franks declares to the crowd that the world 
we leave to our grandkids and their grandkids 
is “more important than politics.” And with 
those words, Franks makes clear that he’s 
above the partisan fray. Which is why it’s 
strange when, just minutes later, he thinks 
back on Bill Clinton’s call offering him the 
CENTCOM job — overseeing the US military 
presence in 25 countries with “more ver lerns 
than you can put in a sack. 
response was “Yeah, Mr. Pres

Foundation Lounge 


Building better Kenmore Square, one great restaurant time 


BAR NONE With its high-concept Japanese snack menu, the 


Foundation Lounge all class. 


After the developers of the Hotel Common- 
wealth block got caught skimping on the 
facade, they’ve leaned over backwards to 
make the rest of the hotel and mall truly mar- 
velous. With space for a bar below street level 
(with sidewalk tables), they refused to pander 
to the location with the obvious sports bar. In- 
stead, the Foundation Lounge is all class, with 
a high-concept Japanese snack menu priced to 
exclude almost everyone in a YANKEES SUCK T- 
shirt. The only concession to the location is a 
couple of silent TVs over the bar, and they 
could easily be reprogrammed to Kitaro videos 
if the concept takes off. 

The most daring thing about the room is 
the pricing, but a lot of people don’t mind pay- 
ing double the usual price to taste something 
truly outstanding. Several things at the 
Foundation Lounge are just that. By luck, I ar- 
rived before the rest of my party, and thought I 
would get the mini spring rolls ($14) out of the 
way. Fried spring rolls aren’t even Japanese, 
and these were the most touristy-looking item 
the menu. But they turned out the 
best spring rolls ever. What you get is a long 
plate with a cheerleader’s pyramid of six rolls 
shaped like short, thick cigars. Pick one up 
(chopsticks and a fork are provided) and they 
turn out to be incredibly crisp. The Japanese 
like crisp, as anyone who’s eaten a Fuji apple 
has noticed. But these practically define crisp, 
an effect most likely achieved through very cal- 
culated frying of rice skins. The filling is most- 
ly chunks of shrimp in what might be a veg- 
etable purée, since eats like mashed 


potatoes, but tastes 
somewhat of cabbage. 
You also have upscale 
versions of the classic 
egg-roll dips: a round 
of fresh Chinese mus- 
tard, and sweet-and- 
sour sauce (the kind 
with pepper flakes, 
which the Thai call 
“squid sauce”). 

I was also amazed 
by the shumai ($8). 
There are only four of 
these steamed, bar- 
rel-shape dumplings, 
but each is double 
size, with a flower of 
shrimp filling coming 
out the ends. Again, 
the shrimp are in per- 
ceptible chunks, and 
the flavor is well 
above the usual dim 
sum version. 
“Kenny’s California 
Maki” ($14) — the 
Kenny is probably 
consulting chef 
Kenichi Iwaoka of 
Osushi — likewise 
take these Japanese- 
American creations to 
another level. The roll 
is wrapped in lettuce 
or Napa cabbage in- 
stead of seaweed 
paper for a fresher effect, and some extra 
flying-fish roe add more crunch to the middle. 
The avocado and surimi “crab” are as usual, 
but the horseradish mayonnaise adds flavor. 
The garnishes are the usual soy, pickled gin- 
ger, and wasabi, plus a single Japanese plum. 

Double-spicy tuna maki ($14) are doubled 
two ways. One level of tuna is wrapped in- 
side, another draped on top of each roll. 
And of course the spice is doubled, with a 
hotted-up mayonnaise inside, a Korean- 
style chili dip outside, and a leaf of wasabi 
(the green horseradish-flavored Japanese 
mustard) for those who want triple-spicy. In 
a looser form, the tuna-avocado salad ($13) 
has the same sushi-quality chunks of tuna 
and avocado in what looks like a Caesar 
salad, but with soy-sesame dressing. 
“Foundation of edamame” ($7) is a nice pres- 
entation of the classic Japanese bar snack, 
green soybeans in the pod. Put some sea salt 
the pods, heap them one end an- 
other long platter, and each diner can pop a 
pod in his or her mouth (gaining the salt) 
and pop out the beans (like concentrated 
buttered limas in flavor) for neat morsels. 

Not everything on the menu is shrimp 
or tuna. There is a grilled-salmon plate, 
and two versions of the famous Kobe beef, 
which I couldn’t sample because the 
kitchen had run out. 

There is a wine list, a list of mixed drinks, 
and a goodly selection of beers, but going 
with the concept, I sussed out the sake menu, 


unusual in that five of the six sakes listed (all 
cold, as serious sake should be served) were 
imported from Japan. Because of high duties 
on fortified wines, the major Japanese sake 
brewers set up operations on the US’s West 
Coast, and most of the sake we drink is actu- 
ally domestic. Because sake doesn’t keep once 
opened (and despite its high alcohol content, 
has a limited life even in the bottle), you have 
to buy a small bottle, and smart sippers will 
share these widely. We enjoyed a 300-milli- 
liter split of Harushika junmai ginjo ($16), de- 
scribed as clean with overtones of pear and 
apple. Like a lot of sake, the immediate im- 
pression is pure alcohol. This is even more 
true at this higher level of quality, where se- 
lected rices are milled down to reduce the pro- 
tein content of the mash, and thus purify the 
flavor. However, taste carefully, and you will 
pick up notes of, yes, apple and pear. 

If you want to drink water, I would rec- 
ommend tap. Boston tap water is rather 
good, and the smallest bottle of Voss here 
costs $5.50, which gets you a full liter of San 
Pellegrino and change most Boston 
restaurants. The spring rolls are worth the 
premium; the water is not. 

Although everything is really more of a 
small plate than an entrée, there is a dessert, 
mochi ice cream ($9). That would be four 
small patties intense ice cream wrapped 
sweet pounded rice. The flavors are vanilla, 
strawberry (very good), chocolate, and an 
odd, green herbal ice cream that might have 
started with Earl Grey or green tea. 

The room quite handsome. There 
marble bar, outdoor tables with umbrellas 
(quickly staked out by smokers), high chairs, 
low sofas, and café tables. The soundtrack is 
punk and new wave, sort of Gen-X classic 
rock, and perhaps too loud some The 
initial crowd is somewhat tentative, and 
younger than I would have predicted from the 
prices, | think food this good will find its 
fans, and it will be interesting to look in next 
winter to see who ends up there. Service our 
night was quite good, even outdoors, and re- 
mained so as the place filled up. The kitchen 
is not quick-quick, but the whole idea of 
Japanese food is a certain slow, Buddha-like 
contemplation of perfect morsels. The 
Foundation Lounge has the morsels, so you 
just have to adjust your personal speed. ©
